MAO'S HISTORICAL ROLE IN REVOLUTION EVALUATED

[Text} An overall accurate evaluation of our proletarian leaders with the aim of 
preserving the prestige of our party leaders and upholding party leadership is 
essential to the success of the cause of the proletarian revolution. The "Resolution 
on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since tne Founding of the PRC"— 
which contains a realistic evaluation of the historical! role of our great leader and 
teacher Comrade Mao Zedong in the Chinese revolution, a full-scale review of Mao 
Zedong Thought as the guiding ideology of our party and which guides people to look 
forward--fully reflects the aspirations of party members, cadres and people in their 
millions. 


Marxism holds that the emergence of a leader and reaffirmation of his historical 

role are not something that happens by accident but a development of a specific 

Stage of history and a specific era. "A leading figure represents a specific class 
and trend as well as the specific ideology of his time. He is not motivated by 
trivial personal ambition but by the historical whirling currents in which he lives." 
(Engels) The emergence of Comrade Mao Zedong as a great leader and teacher in 

Chinese history and the formation and growth cf Mao Zedong Thought absolutely had 
nothing to do with his personal ambition but were closely connected with his great 
contributions to the Chinese revolution and the history of the revolutionary struggles 
waged by the Chinese people under the leadership of the Chinese communists represented 
by him. The history of the Chinese revolution shows that following the Opium War, 
the people of all nationalities in China failed to stop the aggression and plunder 
committed by the imperialist powers despite their heroic resistance and bloody 
struggles. Meanwhile, many patriotic heros and dedicated men with strong desires 

to save their nation also failed in their search for a doctrine of "national 
salvation" in every conceivable way. However, the salvo of the October Revolution 
marked the transmission of Marxism-Leninism to China and a new beginning for the 
Chinese revolution. Yet, as Lenin said, the Marxist theory “provides only general 
guiding principles who adaptation in England to some extent differs from that in 
France, in France differs from that in Germany, in Germany differs from that in 
Russia." It was no one but the Chinese communists represented by Comrade Mao Zedong 
who creatively adapted Marxism to the actual needs of China and who led the Chinese 
people to the great victory of worldwide significance so that they can stand up in 
the Orient with a new outlook. This is why Mao Zedong Thought has been regarded 











as a scientific summation of the Chinese people's revolutionary struggles and 
crystallization of the collective wisdom of the Chinese communists as well as a 
truth of our time. This is why the people have concluded that "without Chairman Mao, 
there would have been no new China." The "resolution" profoundly points out: "We 
should not credit all our achievements to our revolutionary leaders. Nor should we 
underrate their important roles. Comrade Mao Zedong occupies the most prominent 
position on the list of many outstanding leaders of our party." This conclusion is 
not only a rebuke to the idealistic worshipers of cults but also a thorough exposure 
of mistaken attitudes adopted by those who attempt to negate the historical role 

of Comrade Mao Zedong and the scientific value of Mao Zedong Thought. This conclusion 
is also instrumental in upholding historical materialism. 


A party leader is symbolic of a collective which is closely connected witi: his 
personal role. Commenting on the historical role of individuals, Plek paid tribute 
to the tremendous role played by leaders and their great influence. In this 
connection, he pointed out: "Great men are peopie who really take initiatives, who 
can see farther than others, and whose minds work more energetically than others. 
They are willing to grapple with scientific problems from the earlier social process 
of the development of wisdom. They can forecast the needs of a new society created 
through the process of the development of social relations. They are willing to 
initiate moves to meet these needs. They are heros." Comrade Mao Zedong was a 
great Marxist, a great revolutionary, a strategist and theoretician. He had the 
revolutionary quality of loyalty to the people's cause. What is most important is 
that he upheld the revolutionary principle of seeking truth from facts, upheld the 
mass line, and was good at pooling the wisdom of the masses. He could always move 
higher and see farther than others. His prestige grew naturally through the 
protracted revolutionary struggle. 


At every crucial turning point in the stage of the new democratic revolution, 
Comrade Mao Zedong was always prepared to turn the tide in our favor and guide the 
ship of revolution through the storms to safety. After the great revolution failed 
in 1927, comrades within the ~arty influenced by the "left"’ deviationist ideology 
refused to acknowledge that the revolution was at its ebb. Buoyed by the belief 
that the revolution was surging to its "crest," they urged "using the cities as 
centers" from which to stage armed uprisings with the primary aim of capturing one 
or more provinces as the first step toward achieving nationwide victory. But this 
action taken at a time when we were weak and the enemy was strong and when our 
forces were outnumbered by the enemy forces cost our party, which had already suffered 
wounds and our revolutionary forces which already suffered blows, unnecessary 
sacrifices, thus placing the ship of revolution in danger again. At this crucial 
moment, it was Mao Zedong, Zhu De, Chen Yi and other comrades who resolutely led 
their troops on a march toward Jingganshan so that an armed regime based on the 
rural areas could be established, the revolutionary forces could be preserved and 
concentrated, the people's armed forces could be developed along with the guerrilla 
warfare, and a red revolutionary political power could be founded. This red banner 
hoisted by Comrade Mao Zedong in Jingganshan gave the blood stained revolutionary 
people at that time great inspiration and hope. This single flame ‘n Jingganshan 
soon sparked a fire across the land. In the next 2 or 3 years, some 15 base areas, 
both large and small, were established throughout the country, quickly spreading the 
blaze of armed struggle and making it grow in strength. Soon Chiang Kai-shek 
mustered reactionary forces to mount five offensives against Jingganshan under the 
code name of “encirclement and suppression," the first four of which were smashed 


by our forces under the direction of Mao Zedong and other comrades. The fifi:h 








oftensive forced the Red Army to begin a 25,000-1i long march out of Jingganshan 
after opportunist Wang Ming relieved Comrade Mao Zedong of his correct leadership and 
military command. At this crucial moment, the majority of the comrades learned a 
lesson which clearly reminded them of the urgent need to settle accounts with Wang 
Ming's "left" deviationist military line. Then they met in 7unyi to reaffirm the 
leadership position for Comrade Mao Zedong. This is why the Zunyi meeting at which 
Comrade Mao Zedong reclaimed his leading role has been described as a turning point 
leading our party to grow in maturity from a stage of immaturity. Historical 
experiences show that negating Mao Zedong Thought means negating the revolutionary 
cause under party leadership and Comrade Mao Zedong's commendable contributions. 

By discarding the banner of Man Zedong Thought, the Chinese people would lose their 
common ideological base. In the end, China would be torn by ideological confusion 
and would become divided again. 


Because of the complicated nature of objective reality and because of the limited 
span of life, the mistakes committed by Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years appear 
unavoidable, especially at a time when our socialist system remained in an infant 
stage of exploration. But demerits should not be used to cover merits. His merits 
to the Chinese revolution were far greater than his mistakes. His merits were primary, 
while his mistakes were secondary. In his review of the international workers 
movement of his time, the leader, Lenin, left this famous proverb: "Eagles may 
occasionally fly lower than chickens. But chickens can never fly higher than eagles!" 
A leader of the proletariat is a beacon of the revolution and a banner of the people. 
His mistakes are mostly caused by complicated historical and objective factors. 

All adversaries of the communist movement always want to viciously point the finger 
of blame to mistakes committed by the leaders of the proletariat as having something 
to do with their personal quality and always want to take this as an opportunity to 
attack the dictatorship of the proletariat, for promoting the multiparty systcm and 
for accusing Lenin of being a "dictator" because he upheld the power of his class, 
the party and people. Some people within the revolutionary ranks who think in 

their own righteous way often consciously or unconsciously spread lies to discredit 
the revolutionary cause. Some people have used the banner of opposition to the 
worship of cults and mistakes committed by Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years as 
an excuse deny this great proletar.an revolutionary the historical role he deserves. 
They have even vigorously mounted attacks on such a plain truth as "without Chairman 
Mao, there would have been no New China". In this way, they have totally exposed 
their ugly faces in the presence of the masses. Therefore, our overall evaluation 
of the great historical role of Comrade Mao Zedong Thought in connection with a 
review of the history of the new democratic revolution and our experiences in 
socialist revolution and construction is undoubtedly a very significant step taken 
by us to constantly uphold the banner of Mav Zedong Thought and the four basic 
principles. As far back as the early stage of the democratic revolution, a debate 
over what course the Chinese revolution should take occurred within the party. 
Contending that condiditions in China Duxiu suggested that capitalism be first 
developed in China until it ran its full course so that the proletariat could stage 
a comeback in a second revolution. In the course of practicing his right lst 
opportunism, Chen Duxiu handed over the leadership of the new democratic revolution 
to the Kuomintang reactionaries, thus bringing defeat for the great revolution. 

It was Comrade Mao Zedong who conducted a thorough analysis of Chinese society at 
that time, advising the Chinese revolution to take the following two steps: 1) The 
launching of the new democratic revolution with the aim of overthrowing imperialism, 
feudalism and bureaucrat-capitalism and establishing a republic under the people's 








democratic dictatorship; 2) The transformation of the new democratic revolution into 
a sccialist revolution. To achieve this, Comrade Mao Zedorg suggested that the 

first step in the Chinese revolution was to build rural base areas, to encircle 

the cities from the countryside and to capture the cities in the end. This suggestion 
is an important contribution to Marxism from Comrade Mao Zedong. During the 2arly 
stage of the socialist revolution and construction, Comrade Mao Zedong proposed the 
timely thesis that “only socialism can save China," and creatively applied the 
Marxist compensation policy to carry out the socialist transformation of the system 
of private ownership of the means of production and to organize and guide millions 

of people to take the socialist road of coprosperity. In this way, an unprecedented 
large-scale socialist construction program was launched throughout the country to 
transform the hopeless old China into a socialist new China taking initial steps 
toward prosperity. Today, the socialist system has taken deep root in the soil of 
China with a population of 1 billion, and the socialist road has become a path 
indispensable to the development of history. When we walk down this road with 

giant strides, can we forget the commendable services performed by its great pioneer? 
Therefore, only by taking the stand of the party and people, adopting 4 scientific 
approach to seeking truth from facts, and accurately evaluating Chairman Mao and 

Mao Zedong Thought can we enhance the proletarian revolutionary cause, the development 
of a policital situation of stability and unity and the four moderrizations program, 
and push society forward.

PEOPLE TERMED MASTERS OF COUNTRY UNDER SOCIALISM

[Excerpts] In recent years, China's academic field has explored ever deeper 
the question of what is socialisr. and launched free discussions of its mani- 
festations. Some comrades feel that the manifestations of socialism consist 
mainly of two items: Public ownership and distribution according to labor. 
Others want to add the elimination of exploitation. All three items are 
essential. However, I feel that there should be another item, viz., the people 
as the masters of the country. I wish to discuss in this article my cuperfi- 
cial views on this basic manifestation of socialism. 


(1) Why, when the manifestations of China's socialism are brought up, people 
eften discuss only the first two items, or add the third, but seldom mention 
the fourth? One important reason is that we have not raised the socialist 
democracy to its proper height, and therefore, we do not regard it as a basic 
socialist manifestation. For a long time, people have failed to distinguish 
the concepts of "state" and “society” and of the "state system" and the “social 
system." They have failed to realize that, under the identical social system, 
different "state systems" may be created due to the different historical and 
concrete conditions of the different countries. 


In modern times, the capitalist society created a relatively universal demo- 
cra.ic system, mainly the bourgeois parliamentarian democracy. The creation 
of the bourgeois democracy was an epoch-making progress in the history of man- 
kind. Today, what is practiced in our socialist state is a brand-new demo- 
cracy, viz., the socialist democracy of the people as the masters of the 
country. 


According to the Marxist viewpoint, democracy is primarily an issue of the 
state system; it is a form and a pattern of the state. How do we regard the 
socialist democracy in terms of the form and the pattern of the state? First 











of all, it is em issue of the state system, which is the issue of the positions 
of the proletariat and other classes in the state, an issue which determines 
the fundamental nature of the state. Next, it is an issue of the governmental 
system. While the state system determines the fundamental nature of the state, 
without a suitable form of governmental system and a suitable form of state 
management, it will be impossible for the fundamental nature of the state to 

be correctiy embodied and difficult for the ruling class to achieve its goal. 
Marx found hat the Paris Commune was a specific form of the proletarian social 
republic; Lenin felt that the USSR was a new form of state management by the 
proletariat and the laboring people; Cemrade Mao Zedong, in accordance with 
China's national conditions, adopted the system of the people's congress as 

the form of state management by the people. While the concrete forms are dif- 
ferent, the basic essence is a governmental system of the state with the people 
as the masters. 


Thousands of times more superior than the bourgeois democracy, the socialist 
democracy created by the proletariat after overthrowing the bourgeoisie is of 
the higrest type. Generally speaking, this highest type of democracy in the 
development of the state system should possess the following three charac- 
teristics: 


First, socialist democracy means that the laboring people directly control the 
political power, directly manage the state, and are the true masters of the 
state. 


Second, socialist democracy means control by the overwhelming majority. The 
supreme power of the state is not concentrated in any individual, and no one 
has the legislative power of the emperor in the period of autocracy. The 
supreme legislative power belongs to the people's representative organ created 
through elections. In our country, it belongs to the National People's Con- 
gress. 


Third, socialist democracy is guaranteed by giving a material foundation to 
the laboring people, because it is built on the foundation of the production 
means public ownership, thereby enabling the broad laboring people to enjoy 
equal rights in state management. 


Such socialist democracy with the people as the masters is a basic manifesta- 
tion of socialism as well as a characteristic of the socialist state system. 


(II) Whether considering the people as the masters a manifestation of social- 
ism is most important in distinguishing between genuine and sham socialism 
today. 


It has only been 130 plus years since socialism emerged in the society of man- 
kind as a new scientific ideological system, and its birth in some countries 
as a new social system has only been 60 plus years in the earliest of those 
countries. The realization of the socialist ideal in our country has only 
been 30 plus years. 





If we say that the disputes on socialism before the October Revolution were 

mainly on the development of the ideological theory, then, the disputes after 

the October Revolution mostly concentrate on how the socialist theory, in 

practice, becomes reality and what kind of reality it becomes. Practical 

socialism is established in the particular environments of particular countries " 
in specific historical periods; therefore, it emerges in many types, each with 
its own characteristics. This is the diversity of socialism. However, the 

diversity of the types of socialism cannot conceal in the least bit the iden- 

tity of its essence. Regardless of how diverse the types of socialism, there 

is only one criterion. 


According to the thinking of Marx and Lenin on the socialist society and the 
socialist practice of recent decades, the proletariat, after seizing political 
power, can only launch the first stage of communism--sociaiism. The develop- 
ment of socialism will go through the undeveloped and the developed stages. 
When building a new socialist society, the economically backward countries can 
only first enter the undeveloped stage of socialism. Currently, the socialist 
countries with Marxism as the guide are basically in the undeveloped stage, 
and so is our country. Like the rising sun, China's socialism is a brand-new 
social system which has just begur China basically possesses the fundamental 
characteristics of socialism: First, the production means private ownership 
has been replaced by the socialist public ownership. Second, equality under 
the principle of distribution according to labor in consumer goods has been 
basically realized, more labor more pay, less labor less pay, and no labor no 
pay. Third, exploitation has been eliminated, labor is no longer a commodity, 
money is no longer capital, and the exploiting class has basically vanished. 
Fourth, the people's democratic dictatorship led by the worker class and 
founded on the worker-peasant alliance has been established, and the laboring 
people have become the masters. All four items are extremely important to a 
socialist country, none dispensable. However, when discussing the manifesta- 
tions of socialism and distinguishing genuine and sham socialism, people, in a 
previous period, often mentioned only the first three items, which are natural- 
iy important. However, to discuss socialism, one must mention the issue of 
the socialist state and the state system; to distinguish genuine and sham 
socialism, one must mention the issue of the socialist democracy, which is the 
issue of the people as the masters of the country. 


As shown by the socialist practice of 60 plus years, socialism must be built 
on a democratic foundation and truly make the people the masters of the state. 
If we are satisfied with only the creation of public ownership, the introduc- 
tion of distribution according to labor and the elimination of exploitation 
and fail to uphold the people as the masters, then socialism not only will 
become bureaucratized politically, resulting in the deterioration of the 
socialist political power, but also will ecunomically fail to fully develop 
the superiority inherent in itself. In a socialist country like ours, we 
urgently need not only economic modernization, but also political democratiza- 
tion. Without political democratization, there can be no economic moderniza- 
tion. Therefore, the iseue of democracy is the issue of the people as the 
masters of the country. 








(III) To truly realize the socialist democracy and let the people be the 
masters, we must introduce political, economic and social democracy and let 
the laborers directly manage the state, the erterprises and society. The 
laborers are not only the owners of the enterprises, the state and society, 
but also the direct policymakers and managers,, with the power to decide on the 
use of the production means owned by society and the distribution of the fruits 
of their labor. To truly practice political, eccnomic and social democracy 
and thoroughly make the people the masters, we must conscientiously attain the 
following four points. 


1. The public service personnel of the state must serve as the public servants 


of the people, placing correctly the relationship between the masters and the 
public servants. 


The public service personnel of our socialist state, from the heads of state 
to the basic level leaders, are not “the masters for the people," but the 
public servants “letting the people be the masters." The difference of one 
word in the two expressions reflects two fundamentally opposite standpoints. 
"Masters for the people” is a sort of heroic historical coacept, considering 
oneself wiser than the masses, regarding oneself the maste:r of history and 
entitled to special privileges, and placing oneself above the masses, while 
"letting the people be the masters," "letting the people manage their own 
affairs," recognizes the people as the masters of history, and the fact that 
all the public service personnel of the state must diligently and honestly 
serve the people and perform the duties of public se~vants. 


After liberation, our country destroyed the system of exploitation and oppres- 
sion, and the servant stratum vanished. Nevertheless, we call the public 
service personnel of the state public servants. The meanings of public 
servants and slavish servants are basically different, but in their relation- 
ships with their masters, the contents are similar. Our intent in using the 
term public servants is that we hope and demand that the public service per- 
sonnel of the state, like servants, obey the words of their masters (the common 
people) and serve the people heart and soul. The facts are precisely thus. 

For the cause of the people, numerous superior public service personnel, seek- 
ing no credit and bowing their heads in service, spare no effort in the per- 
formance of their duties and devote their entire lives to the people. They 
are the good public servants of the people in fact as in name. All our public 
service personnel should continue to develop the "Yanan spirit" and the "Eighth 
Route Army style" and learn from the models of "selflessness." 


2. We must introduce the general election system of the Paris Commune. The 
people should have the power to directly elect the public service personnel of 
the state and the power to replace and dismiss them. 


Among our public service personnel, why are there some who have turned into 
fierce servants oppressing the people, while the masters are helpless? It has 
a direct relationship with our system of employing them. For many years, the 
problem has appeared to be hard to handle, but actually it can be easily solved 
if all the public service personnel are elected by general elections as 














vropused by Marx when summarizing the experiences of the Paris Commune. Marx 
pointed out clearly: One voutstanding characteristic of the commume is that 
its members must be elected, responsible to the voters, subject to their 
supervision, and subject to dismissal or replacement at any time. It embodies 
the democratic principle of the people as the masters. 


To strengthen the democratic system of the state, our National People's Con- 
gress formulated the “Election Law" and followed the fundamental principle of 
the Paris Commune which ricognizes the people as the masters. Direct election 
of the county level in our country was ,enerally ield in July 1980. According 
to the statistics of the Central Ministry of Civil Administration, am ng the 
2,757 .nits of the county level in the country, 1,947 elected people's repre- 
sentatives, and 1,319 completed their election work. The elections produced 
new leadership teams of the standing committees of the county people's con- 
gresses and of the county people's governments. Election work was underway in 
355 units. For ‘:he remaining 455 units, it will be continuously launched 
within this year. The elections this time were held in accordance with the 
“Election Law" and "Organization Law" promulgated by the second meeting of the 
Fifth National People's Congress. As these laws made revisions of the original 
previsicns and expanded, especially the introduction of direct election 

and special election, the broad people were very enthusiastic and extremely 
interested. The voters and election participation rates of the various areas 
were over 90 percent, with some areas as high as 99 percent. The elected 
people's repr*s.ntatives and leaiership teams enjoy the trust and support of 
the broad people. Natica-wide direct election of the county level is an 
important step in perfecting the socialist democracy. 


3. The workers must directly manage the enterprises. This is a proprietary 
right of the socialist people and a self-governing right of the socialist 
enterprises zad undertakings. It guarantees the maxi\wm development of the 
people's positivity and initiative according to the ac‘ual needs and wichin 

the confines of the law. After the October Revolution, Lenin emphasized time 
and again that the exploited masses must “truly participate in state manage- 
ment," that the plants and enterprises must “recruit workers to participate in 
state management,” and that "more and more laborers must personally participate 
in economic management." According to Lenin, only when this “extremely arduous 
task" was completed would “socialism be realized.” 


According to the practical conditions of our country, <he best form for worker 
participation in management is the staff and workers’ congress. A form of 
enterprise management by the people ao the masters, it is both a power struc- 
ture of the staff and workers in enterprise management and an important: forum 
for the staff and worker representatives to reflect the opinions, sugges*ions 
and appeals of the masses. 


4. The role of the National People's Congyess as the supreme state power organ 
must be fully developed. 


Our first constitution in 1954 clearly provided that the National People's 
Congress was the supreme state power organ, and the current conscitution has 
the same provision. 





Whether in terms of the system, or in terms of ideological understanding, we 
must fully develop the role of the National People's Congress, solve the issue 
of the relationship between the party and the government, change the customary 
practice of making no distinction between the party and the government and 
replacing the government with the party, and make the National People's Con- 
gress the truly prestigious supreme power organ in fact as in name. Actually, 
readjusting the relationship between the party and the government and changing 
the practice of making no distinction between the two will strengthen and 
improve the party's leadership. Separating the party from the government does 
not signify negating the party's leadership. Upholding the party's leadership 
is not necessarily linked with making no distinction between the party and the 
government and replacing the government with the party. The practice of making 
no distinction between the party and the government and replacing the govern- 
ment with the party is unfavorable to activating the enthusiasm of the people's 
representatives and the broad masses in participating in the political life, 
blocks the development of the proper role of the political power organ in the 
life of the state, and hampers the party organizations of the various levels 
in concentrating on the important issues and fully developing their leadership 
effect in all realms. [The elimination of this practice] will activate the 
enthusiasm and creative spirit of the broad laboring people as the masters and 
promote the continuous progress of the various socialist undertakings. 


(IV) As everybody knows, democracy was not always in existence. Nor did our 
socialist democracy drop down from heaven. It has been gained by the broad 
laboring people from the three great enemies under the party's leadership and 
after undergoirs long and arduous struggles. To defend the socialist democracy 
exchanged with the blood of the people, we affirmed, after the founding of the 
nation, the democratic rights of the people as the masters by means of the 
constitution and relevant laws, making them into legitimate rights based on 
and protected by law. Therefore, to strengthen the socialist democracy and 
truly make the people the masters, we must reinforce the socialist legal systen, 
making the socialist democracy of the people as the masters systematic, legal 
and orderly, und providing an inviolable and indestructible effective safeguard 
to the people's democracy. As proved by both the positive and the negative 
aspects of the practice in the 30 years since the founding of the nation, 
democracy and the legal system are indivisible. Democracy is the foundation 
of the legal system, and the latter is the safeguard of the former. Without 
the socialist democracy, there will be no socialist legal system. By the same 
token, without the socialist legal system, there will be no socialist democracy. 
Without the socialist democracy and legal system, it will basically be impos- 
sible to realize socialism and build a socialist economy, socialist politics 
and socialist society. 


In China, economically we have already created the socialist popular ownership 
and collective ownership, providing a reliable material guarantee to the people 
in the enjoyment of their extensive democratic rights, and politically we have 
established the socialist democracy where all powers belong to the people, wi th 
the people's congresses of the various levels created through democratic elec- 
tions serving as the organs for the people to exercise their powers. Looked 
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at from these two most important aspects, the socialist democracy of our coun- 
try is indeed the most progressive democracy in the history of mankind. How- 
ever, as clearly known to the people, our democracy still lacks perfection and 
needs strengthening and development. In our reforms of the political, econo- 
mic and cadre management systems now underway, one important content is to 
make them more compatible with the principle of the socialist democracy with 
the people as the masters. 


The socialist legal system of our country, since the founding of the nation, 
has also undergone a tortuous course similar to democracy. In our country, 
laws representing the will of all the people as the masters are formulated and 
promulgated by the National People's Congress and its standing committee and 
enforced by the people's courts of the various levels. Acting according to 
law is acting according to the will of the entire people. The course of the 
30 years of the new China fully indicates that, when the legal system was 
relatively sound, democracy developed smoothly; vice versa, when the legal 
system encountered trampling, democracy suffered disruption. Today, after the 
10-year turmoil, people, like waking up from a long dream, clearly realize 
that, as our country, after a long feudal society of two or three thousand 
years, did not go through the stage of capitalist development and has spent 
only a short time on socialism, we lack experience whether in the aspect of 
democracy or in the aspect of the legal system, and that there are indeed many 
flaws and loopholes, which are easily utilized by enemies. 


At the same time, the people of the whole country also profoundly realize that 
it will be impossible to build a modern socialist power without democracy, 
while democracy requires the safeguard of the legal system, and that democracy 
without the safeguard of the legal system will inevitably lead to anarchisn, 
ultra-democracy and endless disasters. Democracy without discipline and order, 
an anarchist and lawless democracy, is definitely not the socialist democracy. 
It will only again sink our country into an anarchist state, thereby making it 
even more difficult for our country to democratize, for the national economy 
to develop, and for the people's living to improve. For this reason, we must, 
among the masses, especially the young people, leunch a widespread propaganda 
education, explaining the kind of democracy we want and the relationship be- 
tween democracy and the legal systen. 


Firs tof all, we must clarify the dialectic unity of democracy and the legal 
system. Some people want only democracy, not the legal system, on ground that 
the two are opposed to each others. This is completely wrong. They fail to 
understand that, in addition to such democratic rights as freedom of speech 
enjoyed by the citizens, the right of the people to manage the state is even 
more important in the socialist democracy. The people < e the masters of our 
state. This point is the main content of the socialist legal system. The 
cons titution, laws and decrees provide the concrete content of the democratic 
rights, the procedure of exercising them, the ways of safeguarding them, etc. 


Next, we must understand the legal democratic procedure. This procedure is 
democratic centralism upheld by our party for many years and found effective. 





Under democratic centralism, we must practice centralism on the foundation of 
democracy, while developing democracy under the guidance of centralism. We do 
not permit democracy and centralism to be separated or placed on opposite 
sides. If we discuss democracy and fail to mention centralism on the founda- 
tion of democracy, it will be a distortion of the socialist democracy; it will 
not be the socialist democracy, but anarchism or bourgeois liberalism. If we 
discuss centralism apart from the foundation of democracy, negating democracy, 
then, not only we will not have a correct centralism, but it will be a distor- 
tion of centralism, and it may even become bureaucratic centralism. We must 
firmly resist both tendencies. Currently, some people in society erroneously 
interpret democracy as following one's own inclinations and doing what one 
likes. We maintain that it is basically not democracy. First, the socialist 
democracy is a democracy under leadership. In the period of the democratic 
revolution, to complete the historical mission of realizing the people's demo- 
cracy, our party led the people of China in the heroic struggles for more than 
half a century, overthrew the three big mountains weighing down on their heads, 
wiped out the basic obstacles to the people's democracy, and created an inde- 
pendent and democratic new China. By the period of socialism, we introduced 
the socialist democracy, and one fundamental premise is to uphold the four 
basic principles, while the core of the four basic principles is the party's 
leadership. Currently, the masses inside and outside the party place their 
hopes in our party. What they demand is to improve and strengthen the party's 
leadership. It is the will and desire of the overwhelming majority in the 
country. Secondly, the socialist democracy is the democracy of all the people, 
not of one individual or a minority; therefore, we must, when developing the 
socialist democracy, consider the will and desires of the majority and maintain 
order. Such order requires that we strictly follow the principle of the indi- 
vidual obeying the collective and the minority obeying the majority, that we 
firmly defend the centralized and unified leadership of the party and the 
government, the policies and laws embodying the people's will, and the prestige 
of the leaders and managers carrying out the people's will, and that we uphold 
the social, productive and work orders, especially the overall situation of 
stability and unity. Thirdly, to enjoy the democratic rights in our socialist 
country, we must perform the obligations provided by law. Here lies the issue 
of the identity of freedom and discipline. If one wishes to enjoy the demo- 
cratic right of personal freedom, one must perform, according to law, the 
obligation of respecting the personal freedom of others; if one wishes to 

enjoy the democratic right of freedom of speech, one must perform, according 

to law, the obligation of refraining from slandering others and fabricating 
rumors to mislead people; if one wishes to enjoy the democratic right to work 
and to receive wages from society, one must follow labor discipline and the 
rules and regulations provided by law and obey the directions of the managers. 
Only thus will one be a person who is responsible to society and to others, 
understands the socialist derocracy and legal system, and deserves to be called 
the master of society and the state.

stresses the important guiding role of Mao Zedong Thought at present and in the 
future.

Mao Zedong Thought is the application and development of Marxist-Leninism in China-- 
it is the crystallization ot the wisdom of the entire body of the Chinese Communist 
Party. It has guided our party to victory over the fiercest and strongest enemies 
inside and outside the country; it has achieved the great victory of the New 
Democratic Revolution; and, in such a large economically and culturally backward 
country as “hina where the population is one-fourth that of world population, it 
has ~uccessfully resolved the difficult task of establishing a socialist system and 
achieved great results in economic and cultural reconstruction which enabled our 
country to take on an increasingl~ important and positive role in tle realm of 
international affairs.

Seeking truth from facts with everything based in reality--this unites the universal 
principle of Marxist-Leninism with the concrete practice of the Chinese Revolution;

mental starting point for Comrade Mao when he guided the Chinese Revolution and the 
construction of practical activities. In the past, the union of the universal 
principle of Marxist-Leninism and the concrete practice of the Chinese Revolution, 
insisted on by Chinese communist members with Comrade Mao as representative and 
based on China's actual situation, helped overcome hurdles of difficulties and 

step by step formulated and executed the general battle line and various policies 
which turned the revolution from disastrous defeat to great victory during the New 
Democratic Revolution. During the transition period, Mao Zedong Thought further 
creatively paved a road to socialist reformation that is suited to the Chinese 
Revolution and established a brand new socialist system within the country. Since 
the Third Plenum of the Central Committee during the Eleventh Congress, and in view 
of the historical experieuce and teachings, the Party, after serious reflection and 
summation, renewed the emphasis on the line of thought that is based on seeking 
truth from facts with everything based in reality; only then did we gradually estab- 
lished a correct road for modern socialist reconstruction that is suited to the 
conditions of China. Seeking truth from facts with everything based on reality-- 
this is a correct principle which we must adhere to at all times. 


The line of the masses is the basic line of our Party. Everything for the people, 
everything dependent upon the masses of people--this is the original point of de- 
parture for all of our Party's works. "From the people, to the people", “union 

of the general and the particular", “union of leadership and the masses"--these are 
the scientific guiding methods w'.ich Comrade Mao advocated when he united Marxist- 
Leninist theory of knowledge and the Party's line of the masses. In the past, it is 
because we relied on the millions of people who were truly and whole-heartedly in 
favor of the revolution and maintained work methods and guiding methods based on 
the line of the masses that we gained victory over our strongest enemy. The con- 
struction of modern socialism must also be "from the people and to the people"--we 
must firmly believe and rely on the masses before we can form a correct leadership, 
before we can develop the positive and creative natures of the masses and thereby 
strive for a new and greater victory. 


To be independent and self-motivated and self-reliant--this is also a basic starting 
point of Mao Zedong Thought. The proletarian revolution is an international move- 
ment and needs the mutual support of the proletariats in other countries. However, 
in order to complete this task, we must base the plan upon our own strengths. The 
understanding of the laws of the Chinese Revolution is achieved mainly on the 
strengths of our own people. Today, in order to carry on modern socialist recon- 
struction, we must strive for foreign aid and must absorb other countries’ advance 
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technology and scientific management methods. But, we are a large nation relatively 
backward economically and culturally. If we were to merely rely on foreign ..id, we 
will never be able to establish a strong modern socialist nation. We must c..:tinue 
to maintain the principles of independence, self-motivation and self-reliance; we 
must rely on our own strengths before we can continue to develop our country's; re- 
construction business. 


Secondly, the many basic tenets and principles in Comrade Mao's writings still have 
an important function for us now and in the future. Aside from each one's own 
specific laws, revolution and reconstruction also have similar basic laws; as long 
as these common basic laws have not disappeared, the tenets and principles which 
reflect these laws will not be dated. 


Let us take the construction of the party. As long as the party exists, there will 
be party construction problems. Chima has been an economically and culturally 
backward country with few in the labor class and a majority in the farmer and other 
petty bourgeois classes. The situation has not iundamentally changed even now. 
Therefore, working to overcome the influence of non-proletarian thoughts and the 
building of the party on an intellectual basis emphasized by Comrade Mao in many 

of his writings still have very important meaning evyn up to today. We must further 
see that after our party has become the party in power, the change in positions may 
easily lead some party leaders and members to engender various unhealthy thoughts. 
As a result, the emphasis on an intellectual construction of the party in power has 
become even more of a necessity. On the side of organizational construction, Conm- 
rade Mao in his works expounded that the individual shouls serve the organization, 
the minority obey the majority, the inferiors obey the superjors and the entire 
party obey the Central Democratic Centralization System principle and party regula- 
tions. In intra party struggles, Comrade Mao maintained the principle of "learning 
from past mistakes to avoid future ones and curing the sickness to save the patient" 
which emphasized the geal of clarifying ideology but also uniting the comrades. 

In party practice, Comrade Mao advocated the three great practice...All these 
thoughts and principles aie still suited for today's use and for future use. 


Aside from party construction, there are many theories and principles con erning 
the construction of the armed forces, of political power, of culture, of the economy 
and concerning the problems of minorities the unified front, foreign relations 
and battle plans and strategies. To study the works of Comrade Mao, we must put 
emphasis on learning and understanding these basic tenets and principles and use 
them as guide for action. We cannot purposely pic’ on one particular conclusion or 
a particular terminology and criticize it out of its historicel context. Further- 
more, we cannot, using this as a basis, negate tenets and principles which have 
universal meaning. 


Thirdly, Comrade Mao contributed many valuable ideas in his search for a suitable 
road to socialist construction based on China's conditions. We must take over and 
develop these ideas. As early as 1956, Comrade Mao wrote the report on "The Ten 
Great Relations" and suggested that we search for a road to socialist construction 
suited te China. With the Soviet experience as an example, he summed up aur econo- 
mic construction experience and correctly clarified the various relationships in 
socialist construction. The program and principles mentioned in this report has 
already been proven from practice to be suited to our country's conditions. In 
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1957, Comrade Mao gave an important speech on the correct handling of contradictions 
within the people at the highest State Council meeting and correctly pointed out 
that we must rigorously distinguish the boundary between the contradiction between 
the enemy and ourselves and that among the peoples themselves, so as to correctly 
handle internal contradictions among the people. He set up the following regula- 
tions as the correct principles for handling contradiction among the people:

BEIJING ORGANS SUPPORT NEW MEASURES ADOPTED TO CURB CRIME

[Text] Resolute efforts must be made to deal blows to crime and to maintain social 
order. This is a matter of great concern to the broad masses of people in the capi- 
tal, Beijing. The 19th Session of the Standing Committee of the National People's 
Congress recently adopted and proclaimed three resolutions as an answer to some 
problems and prop»sals submitted by various localities throughout the country with 
the aim of dealing blows to crime and strengthening public security work. The 
three resolutions are “Resolution on Strengthening the Work of Interpreting the 
Laws," "Decision on Problems in the Process of Approving "eath Sentence Cases," 

and “Decision on the Handling of Fugitives or Prisoners Who Commit Crimes Again 
After Serving Terms of Reform Through Labor and Education." These resolutions 
entirely conform to the wishes of the people, are absolutely necessary and essen- 
tial to the strengthening of the socialist legal system, and are measures to deal 
more telling blows to crime, to protect the people and to maintain social order. 
Yesterday, the party committee, the Standing Committee of the People's Congress 

and the government of Beijing Munic pality held a joint mobilization meeting, 
calling on party members, cadres and the masses throughout the city to immediately 
mount a campaign to conscientiously study, publicize and implement the three legal 
documents, which deserve our complete support. 


In recent years, our departments in charge of political and legal affairs and 
publi: security and the broad masses of people have distinguished themselves by 
dealing blows to the criminal activities and by preserving social order in this 
capital. However, today the criminal activities remain to be controlled because 
our efforts to publicize the socialist legal system remain far from adequate and 
because no strong measures have been taken to punish the criminals. A prominent 
problem is that some prisoners who undergo reform through labor and education 
continue to engage in criminal activities after breaking out of jail or after 
serving out their prison terms and being released. These criminals pose a grave 
threat to the social order and lives and property of the people. We have received 
strong demands to severely punish this handful of scum and pests from the broad 
masses of people who can no longer tolerate the crimes committed by them. The 
decision on the handling of fugitives or prisoners who have committed crimes again 
after serving out their terms of reform through labor and education adopted by the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress provides for extension of the 
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terms of reform through labor and education for those found guilty of crimes. It 
also calls for meting out severe punishment to the criminals or extending their 
prison terms and/or denying them their right to live in the cities. These stipu- 
lations constitute a powerful weapon for us to quickly sentence the criminals to 
longer prison terms and to effectively deal with the fugitives or prisoners who 
have committed crimes again after serving out their terms of reform through labor 
and education, and therefore siiould be resolutely implemented by our public 
security and judicial organs and procuratorates. Enaction of these provisions is 
a response to the needs of our current struggle against criminals and to the 
people's demands. Only thus can we curb the arrogance of the criminals, maintain 
social order and public security, and enable the broad masses of people to engage 
in the four modernizations program without worry. Furthermore, enaction of these 
provisions will make those ex-convicts feel that it is more difficult to commit 
crimes again and will help speed up their rehabilitation through reform and educa- 
tion. The organs of authority must bear the brunt of the responsibility for deal- 
ing blows to crime and for maintaining social order and public sr curity in the 
capital, and must spare no effort to use their power to the best advantage. How- 
ever, the efforts made by the public security and judicial departments and pro- 
curatorates alone are far from sufficient. The struggle against criminals calls 
for cooperation between the people and the organs of authority and active assis- 
tance by the former to the latter. By pooling their power and wisdom they will 
form a dra,net capable of exposing a handful of bad elements “like rats chased 

by all passersby along the streets." In popular language, the bad elements are 
like a "thief with a guilty conscience" and thus constitute only a minority ex- 
tremely isolated from the rest of society. Our organs of authority must un- 
reservedly support those people who display courage in combating the criminals, 
commend their heroism, and protect those who demonstrate an unflinching spirit 

to eliminate social ills harmful to the people. Resolute efforts must be made 

to deal blows to those criminals who take revenge on the opponents of crimes 

with retaliatory actions and bring them to justice. 


The Strengthening of social order and public security calls for an overall effort, 
preventive measures, and "decontaminating" operations in order to nip the sins in 
the bud. Under an overall crime-control program, forces from all walks of life 
must be organized and placed under the unified leadership of the party in order 

to strengthen work in the political, economic, ideological, educational and 
cultural fields. This is a fundamental neasure and a primary task that must be 
grasped by the entire party membership. The primary tasks under the overall pro- 
gram are to strengthen political and ideological work among the workers, to build 
a socialist spiritual civilization, and to foster decent moral beliefs in society. 


A well-planned, specific propaganda and education program must be carried out by 
all departments and units with the aim of conveying the socialist legal system to 
the cadres and the masses of people, acquainting them with provisions of the laws 
and gradually popularizing basic knowledge of law among them. At present, 
vigorous efforts must be made to convey the three legal documents adopted by the 
Stacding Committee of the National People's Congress to the broad masses of people 
until they really comprehend their essence. Only thus can we boost the people's 
morale and deflate the arrogance of the bad elements. The political and legal 
affairs and public security departments must use the three legal documents as a 
weapon to mount political offensives against law violators and criminals, calling 
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on them to give themselves up to the law enforcement agencies, to expose crimes 

and to agree to rehabilitation. We must continue to concentrate on the education 
of youth so that they will recognize what is beautiful and what is ugly, what is 
glory and what is shame, what they should and should not do, what is legal and what 
is illegal or unlawful. We must give full plav to the role of the neighborhood 
public security and mediation committees. Internal security measures affecting 
factories, rural villages, schools, and government orgens must be successfully 
carried out. There must be joint guarding operations in order to insure their 
security. All units must regard security work as an essential part of their 
administration or enterprise management and make efforts to perfect their security 
and management systems. If particularly serious problems repeatedly recur in a 
specific unit, its leadership should be investigated and held responsible for any 
consequence. Cadres at all levels, especially leading cadres, must carry forward 
the party's excellent tradition and set a good example for the masses and youth to 
follow. In addition to doing good political and ideological work among the masses, 
party organizations at all levels must rectify their ways of thinking and help 

the party uphold its correct workstyle. When tlie workstyle of the party and people 
is rectified, a good groundwork can be laid for social order so that the bad ele- 
ments will become more isolated than ever. 


We believe chat if the political and legal affairs and public security units can 
correctly apply the laws as a weapon in their resolute struggle against criminals, 
if party committees, governments and mass organizations at all levels are wnited 
as one to maintain social order, and if the broad masses are fully mobilized to do 
the job well, improved social order can be expected in the capital.

NEW LAWYERS RECRUITED TO ALLEVIATE SHORTACE IN TIANJIN

[Text] With the approval of the Tianjin Municipal People's Government, the Tianjin 
Municipal Judicial Bureau has openly recruited lawyers in an effort to beef up the 
structure of the legal system, to alleviate the current shortages of lawyers with 
new recruits, and to prepare the related organizations for the implementation of 

a temporary regulation governing the practice of law in 1982. This recruitment will 
provide opportunities for those interested in law practice to pursue a career they 
have long cherished and to put their professional skills to the best use. 


The recruitment of lawyers by the Tianjin Municipal Judicial Bureau began on 30 
November 1980. In response to an advertisement on the recruitment of lawyers along 
with a related report published by TIANJIN RIBAO, more than 400 persons applied for 
such positions. Following a screening process, 308 of them were approved and per- 
mitted to take written and oral teste and political and physical examinations. By. 
the end of March 1981, 43 full-time and 20 part-time lawyers were recruited by the 
bureau, which also recommended three legal advisers for use by the Tianjin Munici- 
pal People's Government. 


Of the newly recruited full-time lawyers, graduates from college political and legal 
affairs departments accounted for 28 percent, graduates from other college depart- 
ments accounted for 20 percent, and experienced political and legal workers accounted 
for 40 percent. Of the newly recruited part-time lawyers, graduates from college 
political and legal affxirs departments accounted for 55 percent, including one 

legal expert who studied abroad, and experienced political and legal workers 
accounted for 35 percent. This indicates that the level of their professional know- 
ledge meets the required standards. Of the recruits, party and CYL members accounted 
for 43 percent, indicating a standardized level of political quality. 


This open recruitment has enabled a number of long misplaced legal professionals 
to return to their original posts, where they can really put their professional 
skills to good use and where they will no longer waste their energy as they did 
before. Among the recruits are legal experts whose transfer to their present posts 
was requested three or five times without success. Now, this problem has been 
settled through this recruitment. 








This process of open recruitment was accomplished with the attention of party and 
government leadership and with the strong support of the departments concerned. The 
organization department of the Tianjin mumicipal party committee and the personnel 
bureau of the Tianjin Muncipal People's Government issued a joint circular on the 
open recruitment of lawyers to the lower level organizations and personnel wnits 


throughout the city, requiring them to take effective measures to speed up the 
recruitment process. 


The principle of overall evaluation and selection of only those who are really out- 
standing was upheld as the recruitment process proceeded in Tianjin Municipality. 
In the recruitment, the standard of political and moral integrity was adhered to, 
the influence of the leftist ideology was ignored along with the theory that only 
class origin should be taken into account, and stress was laid on the current 
political performances of the applicants rather than their historical backgrounds 
or that of their families. Applicants of poor political quality were reso]utely 
rejected. To make sure that the level of their professional knowledge meets the 
required standards, the Beijing College of Political Affairs and Law was invited 
to give test questions and to examine and evaluate the test papers returned by the 
applicants. Equal consideration was given to their test scores and special pro- 
fessional knowledge. Also recruited were some bright youths with a promising 
future legal career after undergoing training, despite the fact that they had 
never studied law or worked in the political and legal fields. The recruiters won 
the commendation of the masses for resolutely resisting unhealthy tendencies, for 
treating their relatives and friends just like any other people, for rejecting 


backdoor dealings, for following normal procedure and for giving fair treatment 
to all.

/Excerpts7 Bloody Incident in Aksu 


In April of last year a serious incident lasting 2 days, in which Uygurs cruelly beat 
Hans, stole property from Hans, and rushed into and destroyed Han residential areas, 
took place in the southern city of Aksu in the Xinjiang Uygur Autocnamous Region. The 
degree of cruelty of this incident far exceeded that of the military struggles that 
had taken place in Aksu Prefecture during the “cultural revolution” period in 1967 
and 1968. At the same time, such an incident of destructim, wherein a minority 
nationality proceeded into a city's vast area to beat and rob Hans for 2 days, is 
extcemely rare in the 3l years since the founding of the mainland regime. The day 
after the incident calmed down, up to a thousand telegrams and telephone calls of 
urgent appeal were issued from Aksu to Beijing and other places across the country 
to request the central authorities to demonstrate their positicom and to call upon 
provinces and municipalities of the whole country for assistance and support. But 
nationality disputes are questions about which the CCP feels greatly troubled, as 

for the time being it is very difficult to come up with effective neans for coping 
with them. 


The initial cause of the incident was very simple. In the beginning, a Uygur idler 
got into a quarrel with two Hans, and then the two sides started to fight. During the 
fight, the Uygur youth was accidentally killed by the Hans. A fight of this nature is 
really commonplace in Xinjiang. The people there are rough and belligerent. In the 
case of male and female youths, in particular, possibly because they are less exposed 
to culture and education, plus the fact that they were more deeply influenced by that 
trend during the “cultural revolution” period, when people wished to be “militant,” 
they often get into quarrels over minute things, and all of a sudden, whole families 
pour out of their respective lairs to pick up any weapons whatever (such as iron bars 
and cutting knives) to join inthe fight. Hence, deaths and injuries are heard of 
quite often. But because Hans had beaten a Uygur to death this time, a large-scale 
nationality dispute immediately developed. This is rather unusual, and evidently 
there is more to it than meets the eye. 
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After this incident took place, the news swiftly spread far and wide. Crowds of — 
Uygurs, not organized or mobilized previously, immediately rushed to the site of the 
incident. A nameless, angry wrath directed at the Han natimality abruptly arose in 
the hearts of these Uygurs. When they could not at the time find the two Hans who 

had beaten the Uygur to death, their sentiments became further provoked. Thus, after 
some fanatical shouting and crying, this group of Uygurs started to direct their flames 
of anger at the Han bystanders around them. In the beginning they lunged indiscriminately 
at Hans; whether male or female, old or young, all Hans were grabbed and beaten. The 
incident quickly expanded. Then, once they had gone that far, they went all out. A 
group of Uygurs proceeded to gather Uygurs from every factory and commercial Gepartment 
in Aksu, on the one hand, while on the other hand, those who drove trucks stopped 
along the roads to the outskirts to arouse large contingents of Uygur peasants to 

come into the city and join their ranks. Thus, counting m@ their numbers and their 
momentum, the Uygurs started to launch a cruel headlong attack against the Hans. In 
the streets, wherever they met Hans they would simply grab them and beat them ct of 
their wits, tear their clothes, and take away their watches and any other property they 
were wearing or carrying. Those who were riding bicycles were dragged down, had 

their bicycles crushed, and were given th same fists and kicks. Instantly, a bloody, 
tyrannicai atmosphere hovered over Aksu, this city of over 100,000 residents. Stores 
along the streets quickly locked their doors; factories suspended work; the city became 
paralyzed. Residents his at home and dared not venture into the streets. Whereas the 
crowds of Uygurs became incisasingly larger, the streets of the whole city tere clear 
of any sign of Hans. But the frenzied Uyguvrs still did not stop. They rushed into 
the largest factory in the center of the city--the Aksu Daguang Woolen Textile Mill. 
This mill had several thousand workers, most of them Hans. They smashed furniture and 
knickknacks in the homes of Han staff and workers, and, as a matter of convenience, 
once more robbed them clean. For 2 days the hoodlums did whatever they pleased with 
overwhelming preponderance, as if they were in no man's iand. During the 2 days after 
the incident first occurred, the Aksu Military Subdistrict did not dispatch any trocps 
to interfere; public security personnel in the public security offices in Aksu all 

ran home and locked their doors. Aksu all of a sudé2n became the world of the Uygurs. 


Strangely enough, the beginning of the incident was accidental, abrupt, and unrehearsed; 
yet the consequence obviously suygests that people were manipulating and organizing it 
behind the scenes. Then, after 2 days, the incident spontaneously wbsided. Uygur 
peasants returned to their own villages, and Uygurs in the city also dispersed. 
Except for the smashed articles left behind ané the unknown number of injured people, 
the city of Aksu returned to its former condition. What makes people feel even more 
strange is that, although several hundred Hans sustained different degrees of injury 
from being beaten under the venomous fists of the frenzied Uygurs, somehow not a 
single Han lost his life; the extent of the beating and injuring sesms to have been 
controlled very precisely. After the conclusion of the incident, several leading 
culprits among the Uygurs were arrested. Upon questioning, it was learned from these 
persons that they had attempted to organize, make contact with, and instigate people 
across the whole area of Xinjiang, and that they had planned in advance to stage an 
uprising in July that year and start trouble throughout Xinjiang in order to stir up 
an anti-Han tidal wave of even greater scale. Although as of July, more than 2 
months later, no Uygur disturbance of greater scale had occurred in Xinjiang since 
that incident in April, the Hans seemed to have become frightened out of their wits 
by the Uygurs; they no longer dared to bother the Uygurs in any way whatever, and 
even when they walked along the street they tried to stay away from them as far as 
possible in order to avoid unnecessary trouble. Thus the Uygurs behaved like victors, 
extremely pleased with themselves. They became very cocky and supercilious. 
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Soldiers Raid Peniteniary in Kashi 


For Xinjiang, 1980 was really a restless year. Not long after the Uygur-Han dis- 
turbance in the Aksu subsided in April, at the end of autumn an incident exploded in 
the Kashi area along the Sino-Pakistani border. Locally stationed troops got into a 
dispute with the Uygurs. That one involved a very common traffic incident, as a 
military truck of the unit crushed a Uygur to death. Relatives of the Uygur citizen 
who had been crushed to death and the driver of the unit held different opinions as 
regards the responsibility for this traffic incident, and neither side was ready to 
yield. But the local government proved to be fainthearted in the face of the local 
power of the Uygurs and the pressures exerted upon it from top to bottom, and hence it 
sentenced the military driver to death. After the sentence was announced, it aroused 
very great resentment on the part of the officers and men of the unit. The unit 
raised a strong protest, and the local public security department refused to carry 

out the execution order. Pressure from above was continually exerted, while resistance 
from below was reinforced, too. Finally, the unit started to take action; soldiers 
rescued the detained driver from prison and hid him in a secret place. The incident 
became more and more serious. Soldiers of the unit let it be known that if the court 
upheld the original sentence, they would then lay down their arms and go home. The 
unit was faced with the possibility of a mutiny. The vigor with which this unit 
opposed the mistaken nationalities policy and firmly resisted orders from above forced 
the authorities to consider the attendant impact and consequences. In addition, 

Kashi is located on the border area; once trouble started, it would be very difficult 
to wind up. Weighing the pros and cons as a result, the authorities could not help 
but overturn the original sentence and exempt the driver from the death penalty. This 
temporarily calmed the disturbance. 


The Impact of Tibet and Taiwan Policy 


In the past few years, the mainland regime's policy toward the Tibetan Autonomous 
Region has changed. This is because Tibet's spiritual leader, the Dalai Lama, is in 
exile abroad and has repeatedly sent delegations to carry out visits and investigations 
in Tibet. The Dalai has said that as long as Tibet achieves real national autonomy, 
and as long as the living standards of the Tibetans are really improved, he will support 
the mainland regime's Tibetan policy. Because there has been behind this Tibet 
question the force of India in recent years, and also because of the international 
influence resulting from the Dalai's exile abroad, the Beijing government, for the 

sake of the “united front," has changed its policy toward Tibet; this has been 
reflected mainly in giving the Tibetan Autonomous Regional Government greater autonomy. 
As a specific measure in this change of policy, the Beijing government agreed not to 
let the number of Han cadres in Tibet exceed one-third the total number of cadres in 
the region; this would allow more Tibetans to serve as local cadres at various levels. 
After this policy was put into effect in Tibet, large contingents of Han cadres were 
transferred from Tibet and back to the interior. But this policy somehow caused a 
chain reaction in Xinjiang: Since the Tibetan Autonomous Region could attain a greater 
degree of national autonomy, why could this policy not be similarly applied in the 
Xinjiang Autonomous Region? Hence the Uygurs immediately stirred up a tidal wave to 
squeeze out the Han cadres. On the other hand, insofar as the Han cadres themselves 
were concerned, they all had a strong degree of homesickness because of their long 
years of work far from their native places. They did not have the patience to stay 

in Xinjiang over the long run, and would be pleased to be transferred out of Xinjiang. 
Thus, all Han cadres in various party, government, and economic departments were in a 
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restless state, and the foundation of the entire social organization became loose. 
Consequently, the following situation emerged in Xinjiang: Uygurs intensified their 
efforts to exclude the Hans; Hans anxiously demanded to be transferred out of 
Xinjiang; but the highest power-wielding stratum failed to demonstrate a forceful 
attitude in handling the problem. Thus, disturbances continued to erupt. Besides, 
the Beijing government's policy toward regional autonomy of the nationalities is 
part of the overall united front policy. Contradictions between the centralization 
of authority and regional autonomy have always proved difficult to balance and 

solve during the past 30 years. Because of the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between China and the United States, .ue Taiwan question was also naturally brought 
onto the agenda of CCP policy considerations. In order to secure Taiwan's return, 
the CCP have in recent years frequently issued appeals to Taiwan and promised that 
after its return, Taiwan would practice regional autonomy and the living standards 
of the people of Taiwan would not be reduced. But because of the fact that regional 
autonomy for the nationalities has remained nominal over the past 30 years, such 
appeals completely lack the power of propaganda for Taiwan. For the needs of the 
united front, the CCP must correspondingly change its policy with regard to regional 
autonomy for the nationalities. Political clouds have caused torrents of rain to fall 
in the autonomous regions of the minority nationalities. Cries of "We want autonomy, 
not rule" are being echoed in Xinjiang. The tidal wave of struggle for genuine 
national autonomy is furious in its momentum. 


Within a period of less than a year, the Beijing government has twice played the 
Wang Zheng /3769 7201/7 trump card in an attempt to solve the Xinjiang problem. Twice 
it has sent Wang Zhen to Xinjiang to carry out pacification work. Even though Wang 
Zhen used to be first secretary of the party committee of the autonomous region in 
Xinjiang, where he has many old subordinates and old colleagues, in the face of the 
demands of the Uygurs that they gain real autonomy and that they be allowed to handle 
the affairs of their nationality according to the traditions of their own 
nationality, the big issue of life and death for 8 million Uygurs can hardly be 
effectively solved simply by a smiling face and a few warm expressions of sympathy 

on the part of Wang Zhen.

CORRECT MISTAKEN LEFTIST POLICIES TOWARD INTELLECTUALS

[Text] During the 30 years since the founding of our state, our intellectuals 
have traversed a bumpy road. They have had their days of bright sunshine, pleasant 
feelings, and fruitful exertions, but regrettably those days have never lasted 

very long, and during a greater number of days they have been subject to all kinds 
of blows and struggled forward in difficult steps under "left" deviationist 
mistakes. The thorough liquidation of "left" deviationist mistakes in connection 
with the question of the intellectuals in order to mobilize their enthusiasm has 
become a very urgent and very important matter for the cause of realizing the four 
modernizations. 


Our intellectuals have been subject to most serious attacks on two occasions: one 
was the 1957 antirightist movement, and the other was the “Cultural Revolution." 


The 1957 antirightist movement was a political movement with intellectuals as the 
principal objects of revolution. In order to overcome vureaucratism, subjectivisn, 
and sectarianism in our work as well as to eliminate the isolation of part of the 
masses (mainly the intellectuals) toward the party, our party decided to launch a 
rectification movement within the whole party and also asked the masses outside 
the party to help carry out this rectification. At that time, except in the care 
of an extremely small number of rightist elements, the vast ranks of the masses, 
especially intellectuals, put forward many critical opinions out of their love 
for the party. But because our party made a mistake in appraising the situation 
of class struggle, when it counterattacked against the rightists it greatly 
expanded the area of attack, classifying as rightists a great contingent of 
intellectuals who had dared to put forward those opinions but who were more 
advanced in their thinking and who were very talented. Thus the ranks of the 
intellectuals suffered a heavy blow. 


During the 10 years of the "Cultural Revolution,” the intellectuals suffered an 
unprecedented catastrophe. Most among them lost the opportunity to engage in 
mental work and were forced to carry out heavy, punitive physical labo: A 
considerable number of them had such labels as “counterrevolutionary revisionists" 
and "reactionary academic authorities" attached to them, and some were even 
tortured to death. 
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For many years, various erroneous theories led people to entertain incorrect views 
about intellectuals. Generally speaking, there have been the following points of 
development: 





1. Upon the hasic completion of socialist transformation, it was not recognized 
that the overwhelming portion of intellectuals had already become a component of 
the working class; instead, they were erroneously taken to be bourgeois intellectuals. 


2. Proceeding from the above erroneous appraisal, the demand by the vast ranks 
of intellectuals to enjoy more democratic rights on being masters of their own 
house and their revolutionary enthusiasm in trying to play a greater role in the 
building of socialism were erroneously taken as attempts "to seize leadership 
power from the party." 


3. Science and culture were despised, and the point that "the more knowledge one 
has, the more stupid he becomes" was spread. It was denied that the building of 
socialism required the supportive force of the intellectuals, as if it would be 
enough simply to have the hard-working masses of workers and peasants. 


4. The slogan “Turn intellectuals into laborers" was put forward in order to let 
the intellectuals engage in physical labor for long periods of time, or even to 
force certain intellectuals to abandon their own specialties and become workers 
and peasants. 


In the old society, the overwhelming majority of China's intellectuals were subject 
to oppression by imperialism, feudalism, and bureaucratic capitalism. Du ing the 
democratic revolution, they played the roles of vanguard and bridge. Even in the 
old society, it would have been improper to take all intellectuals as bourgeois 
intellectuals; then after liberation, when they served socialism under the party's 
leadership and education, how could they all be designated as bourgeois intellec- 
tuals? How could their proper demand to make more contributions be designated as 
an attempt "to seize leadership power from the party?" Besides, along with daily 
changing science and technology, not only does the development of the forces of 
social production depend on scientific and technological power, but a large amount 
of heavy physical labor will gradually be replaced by machines. Physical labor 
will continually be reduced, whereas mental labor will continually be increased. 
This makes it increasingly necessary to train huge contingents of intellectuals. 
The attempt to eliminate the distinction between mental and physical labor by 
"turning intellectuals into laborers" is not only an unrealizable "left" 
deviationist fancy but also a retrogressive policy. 


Our party originally had a correct policy toward intellectuals. During the first 
few years after the founding of our state, our party adopted the principles of 
unity, education, and remolding with respect to intellectuals. Thus it not only 
united with intellectuals from the old society but also won over a large contin- 
gent of inte‘lectuals abroad to return and participate in undertakings of 
socialist construction. They played their role very well in the restoration of 
the national economy and in the realization of the First Five-Year Plan. In 1956, 
we basically completed the socialist transformation of agriculture, handicrafts, 
and capitalist industry and commerce. This was a new historical turning point. 
How should we appraise and treat intellectuals in the new era? At the conference 
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on intellectuals convened by our Party Central Committee, Comrade Zhou Enlai made 
his “Report on Intellectuals" and comprehensively put forward the Marxist principle 
for treatment of intellectuals. Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that, of our 
intellectuals, "The overwhelming majority have already become working personnel 

of the state, have already been serving socialism, and have already become part 

of the working class." He proposed strengthening and consolidating the alliance 
between the workers, peasants, and intellectuals, and to rely on this alliance 

in order “to build our country into a completely modern, prosperous, socialist 
industrial power." 


But this Marxist principle did not get implemented; instead, it was replaced by 
"left" deviationist mistakes. What led to the rise of these mistakes was, 
theoretically speaking, first of all the fact that our party passed idealist 
judgment on social contradictions. Upon the basic completion of socialist 
transformation, it erroneously proposed once again that the principal contradiction 
in our society was still the contradiction between the proletariat and the 
bourgeoisie; it also proposed carrying out a so-called socialist revolution on the 
political front and the ideological front. Essentially, these propositions were 
all aimed at intellectuals. The problem was thus clearly laid before us: since 
we still needed to carry out revolution, where would we find the objects of this 
revolution? Because exploitive classes no longer existed, our society was then 
basically composed of three kinds of people--workers, peasants, and intellectuals. 
We of course could not take the workers and peasants as such objects, so in the 
end we found the intellectuals. In response to this kind of political need, a 
theory that differentiated the classes according to their ideologies’ and world 
views somehow rose to the occasion. According to the funadmental principle of 
Marxism, a class is only the product of a given type of economic relationship. 
The viewpoint that differentiates the classes according to their ideologies and 
world views is thoroughly a viewpoint of historical idealism. The so-called 
bourgeois intellectuals were created artificially as objects of revolution in the 
new era by nothing more than this viewpoint of historical idealism. 


Here we must point out that the proposition about socialist revolution on the 
political front and the ideological front cannot stand the test, either. The 
fundamental question of political revolution concerns the seizure of political 
power. This task was accomplished long ago when we established the People's 
Republic of China. If we came to raise the question of socialist revolution on 
the political front 7 years afterwards, then from whom were we to seize this 
political power? As for questions in the ideological realm, we can only attempt 
to solve them by means of discussion and study and by means of persuasion and 
education; this has always been the case. To attempt to solve ideological 
questions by means of launching revolutionary movements and by means of coercion 

is not only useless but bound to lead to the mistake of expanding class struggle. 
Next, there have been deep social roots that have given rise to "left" deviationist 
mistakes, as they reflect the influence of feudalism and the thinking of small 
producers. Our country has a feudalist tradition of several thousand years, and 
our productive forces have been very backward. Even after socialist transformation 
was accomplished, small production still dominated. Hence, certain comrades 
within our party who had been subject to the rather profound influence of the 
thinking of small producers inevitably exhibited an attitude of looking down upon 
knowledge and despising science, thus showing no understanding at all of the great 
revolutionary role of modern science and technology in the development of 
productive forces in society and the propulsion of society forward. Toward the 
science and culture developed under capitalist conditions, they even harbored a 
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psychology of fear. Such thinking and feelings led them even to take all 
intellectuals with definite culture and scientific knowledge as heretical forces, 
and hence, they instinctively attempted to exclude them. For the first few years 
after the founding of our state, our party's ideological line, political line, and 
organizational line were all correct; therefore, on the question of intellectuals, 
the influence of feudalist thinking and the thinking of small producers was 
reflected only in individual questions and partial questions. The sectarianism 
pointed out by Comrade Zhou Enlai in his report on the question of intellectuals 
was a mistake of this nature. Although certain excessive struggles also took 
place in the ideological and cultural realms during those few years, from an 
overall point of view the situation was not yet very serious. Later on, along 
with the rise of "leftist" mistakes in our party's guiding ideology, the influence 
of feudalist thinking and the thinking of small producers, as reflected in the 
question of intellectuals, also became more and more serious. 

After the smashing of the "gang of four," our party paid a great deal of attention 
to the work of putting into effect our policy on intellectuals. There has been a 
new affirmation of our intellectuals as part of the working class, as well as a 
rectification of unjust, false, and erroneous cases of litigation since the 1957 
antirightist movement, and all of these things have served to create certain 
conditions for giving scope to the role of intellectuals. Nevertheless, the 
obstacles encountered by this work have been great, and the progress has not been 
very fast, either. Certain intellectuals still are not rationally employed; 
situations whereby they are not applying what they have learned are still quite 
serious. The working and livelihood conditions of certain intellectuals are still 
rather inadequate, and there has been no improvement for quite a long time. In 
particular, the bad practices of discrimination and exclusion with respect to 
intellectuals still exist. As soon as intellectuals raise their heads, some 

again use the pretext of their “raising their tails" and attempt thereby to put 
them down. This demonstrates that the remnant poison of “left" deviationist 
mistakes is far from eliminated. 


There are also people who do not agree that labor compensation for intellectuals 
may and should be higher than that for physical laborers; they feel that the 
salaries of intellectuals are excessively high. The facts are exactly the opposite. 
On the contrary, in our present wage system an outstanding problem is the fact 

that labor compensation for teachers, scientific and technical workers who are the 
same age is even lower than labor compensation for workers who are engaged in 
physical labor. This kind of irrational situation is not beneficial to raising 

the scientific and cultural level of the whole nation, and it is harmful to the 
realization of the four modernizations. 


China's intellectuals are precious and worthy of esteeem. They not only have 
knowledge but also are patriotic. Even during the difficult days when they were 
subjected to all sorts of persecution, they still loved the motherla i, supported 
the Communist Party, and resolutely served socialism. We must make up our minds 
to eliminate the remnant poison of "left" deviationist mistakes and strive for 

the further realization of the party's policy on intellectuals. As intellectuals, 
they must also strive to arm themselves with the Marxist world view and to ascend 
a step further the level of their professional knowledge, so as to make even 
greater contributions the realization of the four modernizations.

MAO'S HISTORICAL ROLE IN REVOLUTION EVALUATED

He is not motivated by 
trivial personal ambition but by the historical whirling currents in which he lives." 
(Engels) The emergence of Comrade Mao Zedong as a great leader and teacher in 

Chinese history and the formation and growth cf Mao Zedong Thought absolutely had 
nothing to do with his personal ambition but were closely connected with his great 
contributions to the Chinese revolution and the history of the revolutionary struggles 
waged by the Chinese people under the leadership of the Chinese communists represented 
by him. The history of the Chinese revolution shows that following the Opium War, 
the people of all nationalities in China failed to stop the aggression and plunder 
committed by the imperialist powers despite their heroic resistance and bloody 
struggles. Meanwhile, many patriotic heros and dedicated men with strong desires 

to save their nation also failed in their search for a doctrine of “national 
salvation" in every conceivable way. However, the salvo of the October Revolution 
marked the transmission of Marxism-Leninism to China and a new beginning for the 
Chinese revolution. Yet, as Lenin said, the Marxist theory "provides only general 
guiding principles who adaptation in England to some extent differs from that in 
France, in France differs from that in Germany, in Germany differs from that in 
Russia." It was no one but the Chinese communists represented by Comrade Mao Zedong 
who creatively adapted Marxism to the actual needs of China and who led the Chinese 
people to the great victory of worldwide significance so that they can stand up in 
the Orient with a new outlook. This is why Mao Zedong Thought has been regarded 








as a scientific summation of the Chinese people's revolutionary struggles and 
crystallization of the collective wisdom of the Chinese communists as well as a 
truth of our time. This is why the people have concluded that “without Chairman Mao, 
there would have been no new China." The "resolution" profoundly points out: "We 
should not credit all our achievements to our revolutionary leaders. Nor should we 
underrate their important roles. Comrade Mao Zedong occupies the most prominent 
position on the list of many outstanding leaders of our party." This conclusion is 
not only a rebuke to the idealistic worshipers of cults but also a thorough exposure 
of mistaken attitudes adopted by those who attempt to negate the historical role 

of Comrade Mao Zedong and the scientific value of Mao Zedong Thought. This conclusion 
is also instrumental in upholding historical materialism. 


A party leader is symbolic of a collective which is closely connected with his 
personal role. Commenting on the historical role of individuals, Plek paid tribute 
to the tremendous role played by leaders and their great influence. In this 
connection, he pointed out: "Great men are people who really take initiatives, who 
can see farther than others, and whose minds work more energetically than others. 
They are willing to grapple with scientific problems from the earlier social process 
of the development of wisdom. They can forecast the needs of a new society created 
through the process of the development of social relations. They are willing to 
initiate moves to meet these needs. They are heros." Comrade Mao Zedong was a 
great Marxist, a great revolutionary, a strategist and theoretician. He had the 
revolutionary quality of loyalty to the people's cause. What is most important is 
that he upheld the revolutionary principle of seeking truth from facts, upheld the 
mass line, and was good at pooling the wisdom of the masses. He could always move 
higher and see farther than others. His prestige grew naturally through the 
protracted revolutionary struggle. 


At every crucial turning point in the stage of the new democratic revolution, 
Comrade Mao Zedong was always prepared to turn the tide in our favor and guide the 
ship of revolution through the storms to safety. After the great revolution failed 
in 1927, comrades within the party influenced by the "left" deviationist ideology 
refused to acknowledge that the revolution was at its ebb. Buoyed by the belief 
that the revolution was surging to its "crest," they urged "using the cities as 
centers” from which to stage armed uprisings with the primary aim of capturing one 
or more provinces as the first step toward achieving nationwide victory. But this 
action taken at a time when we were weak and the enemy was strong and when our 
forces were outnumbered by the enemy forces cost our party, which had already suffered 
wounds and our revolutionary forces which already suffered blows, unnecessary 
sacrifices, thus placing the ship of revolution in danger again. At this crucial 
moment, it was Mao Zedong, Zhu De, Chen Yi and other comrades who resolutely led 
their troops on a march toward Jingganshan so that an armed regime based on the 
rural areas could be established, the revolutionary forces could be preserved and 
concentrated, the people's armed forces could be developed along with the guerrilla 
warfare, and a red revolutionary political power could be founded. This red banner 
hoisted by Comrade Mao Zedong in Jingganshan gave the blood stained revolutionary 
people at that time great inspiration and hope. This single flame ‘n Jingganshan 
soon sparked a fire across the land. In the next 2 or 3 years, some 15 base areas, 
both large and small, were established throughout the country, quickly spreading the 
blaze of armed struggle and making it grow in strength. Soon Chiang Kai-shek 
mustered reactionary forces to mount five offensives against Jingganshan under the 
code name of “encirclement and suppression,” the first four of which were smashed 


by our forces under the direction of Mao Zedong and other comrades. The fifth 








oftensive forced the Red Army to begin a 25,000-1i loag march out of Jingganshan 
after opportunist Wang Ming relieved Comrade Mao Zedong of his correct leadership and 
military command. At this crucial moment, the majority of the comrades learned a 
lesson which clearly reminded them of the urgent need to settle accounts with Wang 
Ming's “left” deviationist military line. Then they met in 7unyi to reaffirm the 
leadership position for Comrade Mao Zedong. This is why the Zunyi meeting at which 
Comrade Mao Zedong reclaimed his leading role has been described as a turning point 
leading our party to grow in maturity from a stage of immaturity. Historical 
experiences show that negating Mao Zedong Thought means negating the revolutionary 
cause under party leadership and Comrade Mao Zedong's commendable contributions. 

By discarding the banner of Mao Zedong Thought, the Chinese people would lose their 
common ideological base. In the end, China would be torn by ideological confusion 
and would become divided again. 


Because of the complicated nature of objective reality and because of the limited 
span of life, the mistakes committed by Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years appear 
unavoidable, especially at a time when our socialist system remained in an infant 
Stage of exploration. But demerits should not be used to cover merits. His merits 
to the Chinese revolution were far greater than his mistakes. His merits were primary, 
while his mistakes were secondary. In his review of the international workers 
movement of his time, the leader, Lenin, left this famous proverb: ‘Eagles may 
occasionally fly lower than chickens. But chickens can never fly higher than eagles!" 
A leader of the proletariat is a beacon of the revolution and a banner of the people. 
His mistakes are mostly caused by complicated historical and objective factors. 

All adversaries of the communist movement always want to viciously point the finger 
of blame to mistakes committed by the leaders of the proletariat as having something 
to do with their personal quality and always want to take this as an opportunity to 
attack the dictatorship of the proletariat, for promoting the multiparty system and 
for accusing Lenin of being a “dictator™ because he upheld the power of his class, 
the party and people. Some people within the revolutionary ranks who think in 

their own righteous way often consciously or unconsciously spread lies to discredit 
the revolutionary cause. Some people have used the banner of opposition to the 
worship of cults and mistakes committed by Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years as 
an excuse deny this great proletar.an revolutionary the historical role he deserves. 
They have even vigorously mounted attacks on such a plain truth as "without Chairman 
Mao, there would have been no New China". In this way, they have totally exposed 
their ugly faces in the presence of the masses. Therefore, our overall evaluation 
of the great historical role of Comrade Mao Zedong Thought in connection with a 
review of the history of the new democratic revolution and our experiences in 
socialist revolution and construction is undoubtedly a very significant step taken 
by us to constantly uphold the banner of Mao Zedong Thought and the four basic 
principles. As far back as the early stage of the democratic revolution, a debate 
over what course the Chinese revolution should take occurred within the party. 
Contending that condiditions in China Duxiu suggested that capitalism be first 
developed in China until it ran its full course so that the proletariat could stage 
a comeback in a second revolution. In the course of practicing his right lst 
opportunism, Chen Duxiu handed over the leadership of the new democratic revolution 
to the Kuomintang reactionaries, thus bringing defeat for the great revolution. 

It was Comrade Mao Zedong who conducted a thorough analysis of Chinese society at 
that time, advising the Chinese revolution to take the following two steps: 1) The 
launching of the new democratic revolution with the aim of overthrowing imperialism, 
feudalism and bureaucrat-capitalism and establishing a republic under the people's 








democratic dictatorship; 2) The transformation of the new democratic revolution into 
a socialist revolution. To achieve this, Comrade Mao Zedong suggested that the 

first step in the Chinese revolution was to build rural base areas, to encircle 

the cities from the countryside and to capture the cities in the end. This suggestion 
is an important contribution to Marxism from Comrade Mao Zedong. During the 2arly 
stage of the socialist revolution and construction, Comrade Mao Zedong proposed the 
timely thesis that “only socialism can save China," and creatively applied the 
Marxist compensation policy to carry out the socialist transformation of the system 
of private ownership of the means of production and to organize and guide millions 

of people to take the socialist road of coprosperity. In this way, an unprecedented 
large-scale socialist construction program was launched throughout the country to 
transform the hopeless old China into a socialist new China taking initial steps 
toward prosperity. Today, the socialist system has taken deep root in the soil of 
China with a population of 1 billion, and the socialist road has become a path 
indispensable to the development of history. When we walk down this road witt 

giant strides, can we forget the commendable services performed by its great pioneer? 
Therefore, only by taking the stand of the party and people, adopting a scientific 
approach to seeking truth from facts, and accurately evaluating Chairman Mao and 

Mao Zedong Thought can we enhance the proletarian revolutionary cause, the development 
of a poiicital situation of stability and unity and the four modernizations program, 
and push society forward.

PEOPLE TERMED MASTERS OF COUNTRY UNTER SOCIALISM

[Excerpts] In recent years, China's academic field has explored ever deeper 
che question of what is socialisr. and launched free discussions of its mani- 
festations. Some comrades feel that the manifestations of socialism consist 
mainly of two items: Public ownership and distribution according to labor. 
Others want to add the elimination of exploitation. All three items are 
essential. However, I feel that there should be another item, viz., the people 
as the masters of the country. I wish to discuss in this article my cuperfi- 
cial views on this basic manifestation of socialism. 


(I) Why, when the manifestations of China's socialism are brought up, people 
often discuss only the first two items, or add the third, but seldom mention 
the fourth? One important reason is that we have not raised the socialist 
democracy to its proper height, and therefore, we do not regard it as a basic 
socialist manifestation. For a long time, people have failed to distinguish 
the concepts of “state” and “society” and of the “state system" and the "social 
system." They have failed to realize that, under the identical social system, 
different “state systems" may be created due to the different historical and 
concrete conditions of the different countries. 


In modern times, the capitalist society created a relatively universal demo- 
cracic system, mainly the bourgeois parliamentarian demccracy. The creation 
of the bourgeois democracy was an epoch-making progress in the history of man- 
kind. Today, what is practiced in our socialist state is a brand-new demo- 
cracy, viz., the socialist democracy of the people as the masters of the 
country. 


According to the Marxist viewpoint, democracy is primarily an issue of “‘e 
state system; it is a form and a pattern of the state. How do we regard the 
socialist democracy in terms of the form and the pattern of the state? First 











of all, it is e~ issue of the state system, which is the issue of the positions 
of the proletariat and other classes in the state, an issue which determines 
the fundamental nature of the state. Next, it is an issue of the governmental 
system. While the state system determines the fundamental nature of the state, 
without a suitable form of governmental system and a suitable form of state 
management, it will be impossible for the fundamental nature of the state to 

be correctly embodied and difficult for the ruling class to echieve its goal. 
Marx found hat the Paris Commune was a specific form of the proletarian social 
republic; Lenin felt that the USSR wus a new form of state management by the 
proletariat and the laboring people; Comrade Mao Zedong, in accordance with 
China's national conditions, adopted the system of the people's congress as 

the form of state management by the people. While the concrete forms are dif- 
ferent, the basic essence is a governmental system of the state with the people 
as the masters. 


Thousands of times more superior than the bourgeois democracy, the socialist 
democracy created by the proletariat after overthrowing the bourgeoisie is of 
the highest type. Generally speakiug, this highest type of democracy in the 
development of the state system should possess the fcllowing three charac- 
teristics: 


First, socialist democracy means that the laboring people directly control the 
political power, directly manage the state, and are the true masters of the 
state. 


Second, socialist democracy means control by the overwhelming majority. The 
supreme power of the state is not concentrated in any individual, and no one 
has the legisletive power of the emperor in the period of autocracy. The 
supreme legislative power belongs to the people's representative organ created 
through elections. In our country, it belongs to the National People's Con- 
gress. 


Third, socialist democracy is guaranteed by giving a material foundation to 

the laboring people, because it is built on the foundation of the production 
means public ownership, thereby enabling the broad laboring peop’e to enjoy 

equal rights in state management. 


Such socialist Cemocracy with the people as the masters is a basic manifesta- 
tion of socialism as well as a characteristic of the socialist state system. 


(Ii) Whether considering the people as the masters a manifestation of social- 
ism is most important in distinguishing between genuine and sham socialism 
today. 


It has only been 130 plus years since socialism emerged in the society of man- 
kind as a new scientific ideological system, and its birth in some countries 
as a new social system has only been 60 plus years in the earliest of those 
countries. The realization of the socialist ideal in our country has only 
been 30 plus years. 








If we say that the disputes on socialism before the October Revolution were 
mainly on the development of the ideological theory, then, the disputes after 
the October Revolution mostly concentrate on how the socialist theory, in 
practice, becomes reality and what kind of reality it becomes. Practical 
socialism is established in the particular environments of particular countries 
in specific historical periods; therefore, it emerges in many types, each with 
its own characteristics. This is the diversity of socialism. However, the 
diversity of the types of socialism cannot conceal in the least bit the iden- 
tity of its essence. Regardless of how diverse the types of socialism, there 
is only one criterion. 


According to the thinking of Marx and Lenin on the socialist society and the 
socialist practice of recent decades, the proletariat, after seizing political 
power, can only launch the first stage of communism--socialism. The develop- 
ment of socialism will go through the undeveloped and the developed stages. 
When building a new socialist society, the economically backward countries can 
only first enter the undeveloped stage of socialism. Currently, the socialist 
countries with Marxism as the guide are basically in the undeveloped stage, 
and so is our country. Like the rising sun, China's socialism is a brand-new 
social system which has just begun. China basically possesses the fundamental 
characteristics of socialism: First, the production means private ownership 
has been replaced by the socialist public ownership. Second, equality under 
the principle of distribution according to labor in consumer goods has been 
basically reaiized, more labor more pay, less labor less pay, and no labor no 
pay. Third, exploitation has been eliminated, labor is no longer a commodity, 
money is no longer capital, and the exploiting class has basically vanished. 
Fourth, the people's democratic dictatorship led by the worker class and 
founded on the worker-peasant alliance has been established, and the laboring 
people have become the masters. All four items are extremely important to a 
socialist country, none dispensable. However, when discussing the manifesta- 
tions of socialism and distinguishing genuine and sham socialism, people, in a 
previous period, often mentioned only the first three items, which are natural- 
ly important. However, to discuss socialism, one must mention the issue of 
the socialist state and the state system; to distinguish genuine and sham 
socialism, one must mention the issue of the socialist democracy, which is the 
issue of the people as the masters of the country. 


As shown by the socialist practice of 60 plus years, socialism must be built 
on a democratic foundation and truly make the people the masters of the state. 
If we are satisfied with only the creation of public ownership, the introduc- 
tion of distribution according to labor and the elimination of exploitation 
and fail to uphold the people as the masters, then socialism not only will 
become bureaucratized politically, resulting in the deterioration of the 
socialist political power, but also will economically fail to fully develop 
the superiority inherent in itself. In a socialist country like ours, we 
urgently need not only economic modernization, but also political democratiza- 
tion. Without political democratization, there can be no economic moderniza- 
tion. Therefore, the issue of democracy is the issue of the people as the 
masters of the country. 








(III) To truly realize the socialist democracy and let the people be the 
masters, we must introduce political, economic and social democracy and let 

the laborers directly manage the state, the enterprises and society. The 
laborers are not only the owners of the enterprises, the state and society, 
but also the direct policymakers and managers, with the power to decide on the 
use of the production means owned by society and the distribution of the fruits 
of their labor. To truly practice political, economic and social democracy 
and thoroughly make the people the masters, we must conscientiourly attain the 
following four points. 


1. The public service personnel of the state must serve as the public servants 
of the people, placing correctly the relationship between the masters and the 
public servants. 


The public service personnel of our socialist state, from the heads of state 
to the basic level leaders, are not “the masters for the people," but the 
public servants "letting the people be the masters." The difference of cne 
word in the two expressions reflects two fundamentally opposite standpoints. 
"Masters for the people” is a sort of heroic historical concept, considering 
oneself wiser than the masses, regarding oneself the master of history and 
en citled to special privileges, and placing oneself above the masses, while 
"letting the people be the masters," "letting the people manage their own 
affairs," recognizes the pzople as the masters of history, and che fact that 
all the public service personnel of the state must diligently and honestly 
serve the people and perform the duties of public servants. 


After liberation, our country destroyed the system of exploitation and oppres- 
sion, and the servant stratum vanished. Nevertheless, we call the public 
service personnel of the state public servants. The meanings of public 
servants and slavish servants are basically different, but in their relation- 
ships with their masters, the contents are similar. Our intent in using the 
term public servants is that we hope and demand that the public service per- 
sonnel of the state, like servants, obey the words of their masters (the common 
people) and serve the people heart and soul. The facts are precisely thus. 

For the cause of the people, numerous superior public service personnel, seek- 
ing no credit and bowing their heads in service, spare no effort in the per- 
formance of their duties and devote their entire lives to the people. They 
are the good public servants of the people in fact as in name. All our public 
service personnel should continue to develop the "Yanan spirit" and the "Eighth 
Route Army style" and learn from the models of “selflessness.” 


2. We must introduce the general election system of the Paris Commune. The 
people should have the power to directly elect the public service personnel of 
the state and the power to replace and dismiss then. 


Among our public service personnel, why are there some who have turned into 
fierce servants oppressing the people, while the masters are helpless? It has 
a direct relationship with our system of employing them. For many years, the 
problem has appeared to be hard to handle, but actually it can be easily solved 
if all the public service personnel are elected by general elections as 

















proposed by Marx when summarizing the experiences of the Paris Commune. Aarx 
pointed out clearly: One outstanding characteristic of the commune is that 
its members must be elected, responsible to the voters, subject to their 
supervision, and sub‘tect to dismissal or replacement at any time. It embodies 
the democratic principle of the people as the masters. 


To strengthen the democratic system of the state, our Netional People's Con- 
gress formulated the “Electior Law" and followed the fundamental principle of 
the Paris Commune which recognizes the people as the masters. Direct election 
of the county level in our country was generally held in July 1980. According 
to the statistics of the Central Ministry of Civil Administration, among the 
2,757 units of the county level in the country, 1,947 elected people's repre- 
sentatives, and 1,319 completed their election work. The elections produced 
new leadership teams of the standing committees of the county people's cou- 
gresses and of the county people's governments. Election work was underway in 
355 units. For the remaining 455 units, it will be continuously launched 
within this year. The elections this time were held in accordance with the 
"Election Law" and "Organization Law" promulgated by the second meeting of the 
Fifth National People's Congress. As these laws made revisions of the original 
provisions and expanded, especially the introduction of direct election 

and special election, the broad people were very enthusiastic and extremely 
interested. The voters and election participation rates of the various areas 
were over 90 percent, with some areas as high as 99 percent. The elected 
people's representatives and leadership teams enjoy the trust and support of 
the broad people. Nation-wide direct election of the county level is an 
important step in perfecting the socialist democracy. 


3. The workers must directly manage the enterprises. This is a proprietary 
right of the socialist people and a self-governing right of the socialist 
enterprises and undertakings. It guarantees the :aximum development of the 
peop.e’s positivity and initiative according to the actual needs and w*thin 

the confines of the law. After the October Revolution, Lenin emphasized time 
and again that the exploited masses must "truly participate in state manage- 
ment,” that the plants and enterprises must “recruit workers to participate in 
state management," and that “more and more labwrers must personally participate 
in economic management." According to Lenin, only wher this “extremely «:duous 
task" was completed would “socialism be realized.” 


According to the practical conditions of our country, the best form for worker 
participation in management is the staff and workers’ con¢ress. A form of 
enterprise management by the people as the masters, it ie both a power struc~ 
ture of the staff and workers in enterprise management and an important forum 
for the staff and worker representatives to reflect the opinions, suggescions 
and appeals of the masses. 


4. The reie of the National People's Congress as the supreme state power organ 
must be fully developud. 


Our first constitution in 1954 clearly provided that the National People's 
Congress was the supreme state power organ, and the current constitution has 
the same provision. 














Whether in terms of the system, or in terms of ideological understanding, we 
must fully develop the role of the National People's Congress, solve the issue 
of the relationship between the party and the government, change the customary 
practice of making no distinction between the party and the government and 
replacing the government with the party, and make the National People's Con- 
gress the truly prestigious supreme power organ in fact as in name. Actually, 
readjusting the relationship between the party and the government and changing 
the practice of making no distinction between the two will strengthen and 
improve the party's leadership. Separating the party from the government does 
not signify negating the party's leadership. Upholding the party's leadership 
is not necessarily linked with making no distinction between the party and the 
government and replacing the government with the party. The practice of making 
no distinction between the party and the government and replacing the govern- 
ment with the party is unfavorable to activating the enthusiasm of the people's 
representatives and the broad masses in participating in the political life, 
blocks the development of the proper role of the political power organ in the 
life of the state, and hampers the party organizations of the various levels 
in concentrating on the important issues and fully developing their leadership 
effect in all realms. [The elimination of this practice] will activate the 
enthusiasm and creative spirit of the broad laboring people as the masters and 
promote the continuous progress of the various socialist undertakings. 


(IV) As everybody knows, democracy was not always in existence. Nor did our 
socialist democracy drop down from heaven. It has been gained by che broad 
laboring people from the three great enemies under the party's leadership and 
after undergoirz long and arduous struggles. To defend the socialist democracy 
exchanged with the blood of the people, we affirmed, after the founding of the 
nation, the democratic rights of the people as the masters by means of the 
constitution and relevant laws, making them into legitimate rights based on 
and protected by law. Therefore, to strengthen the socialist democracy and 
truly make the people the masters, we must reinforce the socialist legal systen, 
making the socialist democracy of the people as the masters systematic, legal 
and orderly, and providing an inviolable and indestructible effective safeguard 
to the people's democracy. As proved by both the positive and the negative 
aspects of the practice in the 30 years since the founding of the nation, 
democracy and the legal system are indivisible. Democracy is the foundation 
of the legal system, and the letter is the safeguard of the former. Without 
the socisiist democracy, there will be no socielist legal system. By the same 
token, without the socialist legal system, there will be no socialist democracy. 
Without the socialist democracy and legal system, it will basically be impos- 
sible to realize socialism and build a socialist economy, socialist politics 
and socialist society. 


In China, economically we have already created the socialist popular ownership 

and collective ownership, providing a reliable material guarantee to the people 
in the enjoyment of their extensive democratic rights, and politically we have 

established the socialist democracy where all powers belong to the people, wi th 
the people's congresses of the various levels created through democratic elec- 

tions serving as the organs for the people to exercise their powers. Looked 
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at from these two most important aspects, the socialist democracy of our coun- 
try is indeed the most progressive democracy in the history of mankind. How- 
ever, as clearly known to the people, our democracy still lacks perfection and 
needs strengthening and development. In our reforms of the political, econo- 
mic and cadre management systems now underway, one important content is to 
make them more compatible with the principle of the socialist democracy with 
the people as the masters. 


The socialist legal system of our country, since the founding of the nation, 
has also undergone a tortuous course similar to democracy. In our country, 
laws representing the will of all the people as the masters are formulated and 
promulgated by the National People's Congress and its standing committee and 
enforced by the people's courts of the various levels. Acting according to 
law is acting according to the will of the entire people. The course of the 
30 years of the new China fully indicates that, when the legal system was 
relatively sound, democracy developed smoothly; vice versa, when the legal 
system encountered trampling, democracy suffered disruption. Today, after the 
10-year turmoil, people, like waking up from a long dream, clearly realize 
that, as our country, after a long feudal society of two or three thousand 
years, did not go through the stage of capitalist development and has spent 
only a short time on socialism, we lack experience whether in the aspect of 
democracy or in the aspect of the legal system, and that there are indeed many 
flaws and loopholes, which are easily utilized by enemies. 


At the same time, the people of the whole country also profoundly realize that 
it will be impossible to build a modern socialist power without democracy, 
while democracy requires the safeguard of the legal system, and that democracy 
without the safeguard of the legal system will inevitably lead to anarchisn, 
ultra-democracy and endless disasters. Democracy without discipline and order, 
an anarchist and lawless democracy, is definitely not the socialist democracy. 
It will only again sink our country into an anarchist state, thereby making it 
even more difficult for our country to democratize, for the national economy 
to develop, and for the people's living to improve. For this reason, we must, 
among the masses, especially the young people, leunch a widespread propaganda 
education, explaining the kind of democracy we want and the relationship be- 
tween democracy and the legal system. 


Firs tof all, we must clarify the dialectic unity of democracy and the legal 
system. Some people want only democracy, not the legal system, on ground that 
the two are opposed to each others. This is completely wrong. They fail to 
understand that, in addition to such democratic rights as freedom of speech 
enjoyed by the citizens, the right of the people to manage the state is even 
more important in the socialist democracy. The people < e the masters of our 
state. This point is the main content of the socialist legal system. The 
cons titution, laws and decrees provide the concrete content of the democratic 
rights, the procedure of exercising them, the ways of safeguarding them, etc. 


Next, we must understand the legal democratic procedure. This procedure is 
democratic centralism upheld by our party for many years and found effective. 








Under democratic centralism, we must practice centralism on the foundation of 
democracy, while developing democracy under the guidance of centralism. We do 
not permit democracy and centralism to be separeted or placed on opposite 
sides. If we discuss democracy and fail to mention centralism on the founda- 
ction of democracy, it will be a distortion of the socialist democracy; it will 
not be the socialist democracy, but anarchism or bourgeois liberalism. If we 
discuss centralism apart from the foundation of democracy, negating democracy, 
then, not only we will not have a correct centralism, but it will be a distor- 
tion of centralism, and it may even become bureaucratic centralism. We must 
firmly resist botii tendencies. Currently, some people in society erroneously 
interpret democracy as following one's own inclinations and doing what one 
likes. We maintain that it is basically not democracy. First, the socialist 
democracy is a democracy under leadership. In the period of the democratic 
revolution, to complete the historical mission of realizing the people's demo- 
cracy, our party led the people of China in the heroic struggles for more than 
half a century, overthrew the three big mountains weighing down on their heads, 
wiped out the basic obstacles to the people's democracy, and created an inde- 
pendent and democratic new China. By the period of socialism, we introduced 
the socialist democracy, and one fundamental premise is to uphold the four 
basic principles, while the core of the four basic principles is the party's 
leadership.

If one wishes to enjoy the demo- 
cratic right of personal freedom, one must perform, according to law, the 
obligation of respecting the personal freedom of others; if one wishes to 

enjoy the democratic right of freedom of speech, one must perform, according 

to law, the obligation of refraining from slandering others and fabricating 
rumors to mislead people; if one wishes to enjoy the democratic right to work 
and to receive wages from society, one must follow labor discipline and the 
rules and regulations provided by law and obey the directions of the managers. 
Only thus will one be a person who is responsible to society and to others, 
understands the socialist democracy and legal system, and deserves to be called 
the master of society and the state.

Today, in order to carry on modern socialist recon- 
struction, we must strive for foreign aid and must absorb other countries’ advance 
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technology and scientific management methods. But, we are a large nation relatively 
backward economically and culturally. If we were to merely rely on foreign aid, we 
will never be able to establish a strong modern socialist nation. We must continue 
to maintain the principles of independence, self-motivation and self-reliance; we 
must rely on our own strengths before we can continue to develop our country's; re- 
construction business. 


Secondly, the many basic tenets and principles in Comrade Mao's writings still have 
an important function for us now and in the future. Aside from each one's own 
specific laws, revolution and reconstruction also have similar basic laws; as long 
as these common basic laws have not disappeared, the tenets and principles which 
reflect these laws will not be dated.

In intra party struggles, Comrade Mao maintained the principle of "learning 
from past mistakes to avoid future ones and curing the sickness to save the patient" 
which emphasized the geal of clarifying ideology but also uniting the comrades. 

In party practice, Comrade Mao advocated the three great practice...All these 
thoughts and principles are still suited for today's use and for future use. 


Aside from party construction, there are many tlieories and principles con erning 
the construction of the armed forces, of political power, of culture, of the economy 
and concerning the problems of minorities the unified front, foreign relations 
and battle plans and strategies. To study the works of Comrade Mao, we must put 
emphasis on learning and understanding these basic tenets and principles and use 
them as guide for action. We cannot purposely pic’ on one particular conclusion or 
a particular terminology and criticize it out of its historic:l1 context. Further- 
more, we cannot, using this as a basis, negate tenets and principles which have 
universal meaning. 


Thirdly, Comrade Mao contributed many valuable ideas in his search for a suitable 
road to socialist construction based on China's conditions. We must take over and 
develop these ideas. As early as 1956, Comrade Mao wrote the report on "The Ten 
Great Relations" and suggested that we search for a road to socialist constructica 
suited to China. With the Soviet experience as an example, he summed up our econo- 
mic construction experience and correctly clarified the various relationships in 
socialist construction. The program and principles mentioned in this report has 
already been proven from practice to be suited to our country's conditions. In 
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1957, Comrade Mao gave an important speech on the correct handling of contradictions 
within the people at the highest State Council meeting and correctly pointed out 
that *e must rigorously distinguish the boundary between the contradiction between 
the er emy and ourselves and that among the peoples themselves, so as to correctly 
handle internal contradictions among the people. He set up the following regula- 
tions as the correct principles for handling contradiction among the people: 
“unity-criticism-unity", "Let a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of 
thoughts contend" and "Overall consideration, all-round arrangement".

BEIJING ORGANS SUPPORT NEW MEASURES ADOPTED TO CURB CRIME

[Text] Resolute efforts must be made to deal blows to crime and to maintain social 
order. This is a matter of great concern to the broad masses of people in the capi- 
tal, Beijing. The 19th Session of the Standing Committee of the National People's 
Congress recently adopted and proclaimed three resolutions as an answer to some 
problems and prop »sals submitted by various localities throughout the country with 
the aim of dealing blows to crime and strengthening public security work. The 
three resolutions are “Resolution on Strengthening the Work of Interpreting the 
Laws," "Decision on Problems in the Process of Approving “eath Sentence Cases," 

and "Decision on the Handling of Fugitives or Prisoners Who Commit Crimes Again 
After Serving Terms of Reform Through Labor and Education." These resolutions 
entirely conform to the wishes of the people, are absolutely necessary and essen- 
tial to the strengthening of the socialist legal system, and are measures t« ijeal 
more telling blows to crime, to protect the people and to maintain social oru ?r. 
Yesterday, the party committee, the Standing Committee of the People's Congress 

and the government of Beijing Municipality held a joint mobil: zation meeting, 
calling on party members, cadres and the masses throughout the city to immediately 
mount a campaign to conscientiously study, publicize and implement the three legal 
documents, which deserve our complete support. 


In recent years, our departments in charge of political and legal affairs and 
public security and the broad messes of people have distinguished themselves by 
dealing blows to the criminal] acvivities and by preserving social order in this 
capital. However, today the criminal activities remain to be controlled because 
our efforts to publicize the socialist legal system remain far from adequate and 
because no strong measures have been taken to punish the criminals. A prominent 
problem is that some prisoners who undergo reform through labor and education 
continue to engage im criminal activities after breaking out of ja‘l or after 
serving out their prison terms and being released. These criminals pose a grave 
threat to the social order and lives and property of the people. We have received 
strong demands to severely punish this handful of scum and pests from the broad 
masses of people wno can no longer tolerate the crimes committed by them. The 
decision on the handling of fugitives or prisoners who have committed crimes again 
after serving out their terms of reform through labor and education adopted by the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress provides for extension of the 
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terms of reform through labor and education for those found guilty of crimes. It 
also calls for meting out severe punishment to the criminals or extending their 
prison terms and/or denying them their right to live in the cities. These stipu- 
lations constitute a powerful weapon for us to quickly sentence the criminals to 
longer prison terms and to effectively deal with the fugitives or prisoners who 
have committed crimes azsin after serving out their terms of reform through labor 
and education, and therefore should be resolutely implemented by our public 
security and judicial organs and procuratorates. Enaction of these provisions is 
a response to the needs of our current struggle against criminals and to the 
people's demands. Only thus can we curb the arrogance of the criminals, maintain 
social order and public security, and enable the broad masses of people to engage 
in the four modernizations program without worry. Furthermore, enaction of these 
provisions will make those ex-convicts feel that it is more difficult to commit 
crimes again and will help speed up their rehabilitation through reform and educa- 
tion. The organs of authority must bear the brunt of the responsibility for deal- 
ing blows to crime and for maintaining social order and public security in the 
capital, and must spare no effort to use their power to the best advantage. [ow- 
ever, the efforts made by the public security and judicial departments and pro- 
curatorates alone are far from sufficient. The struggle against criminals calls 
for cooperation between the people and the organs of authority and active assis- 
tance by the former to the latter. By pooling their power and wisdom they will 
form a dra,net capable of exposing a handful of bad elements “like rats chased 

by all passersby along the streets." In popular language, the bad elements are 
like a “thief with a guilty conscience" and thus constitute only a minority ex- 
tremely isolated from the rest of society. Our organs of authority must un- 
reservedly support those people who display courage in combating the criminals, 
commend their heroism, and protect those who demonstrate an unflinching spirit 

to eliminate social ills harmful to the people. Resolute efforts must be made 

to deal blows to those criminals who take revenge on the opponents of crimes 

with retaliatory actions and bring them to justice. 


The Strengthening of social order and public security calls for an overall effort, 
preventive measures, and "“decontaminating"™ operations in order to nip the sins in 
the bud. Under an overall crime-control program, forces from all walks of life 
must be organized and placed under the unified leadership of the party in order 

to strengthen work in the political, economic, ideological, educational and 
cultural fields. This is a fundamental measure and a primary task that must be 
grasped by the entire party membership. The primary tasks under the overall pro- 
gram are to strengthen political and ideological work among the workers, to build 
a socialist spiritual civilization, and to foster decent moral beliefs in society. 


A well-planned, specific propaganda and education program must be carried out by 
all departments and units with the aim of conveying the socialist legal system to 
the cadres and the masses of people, acquainting them with provisions of the laws 
and gradually popularizing basic knowledge of law among them. At present, 
vigorous efforts must be made to convey the three legal documents adopted by the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress to the broad masses of people 
until they really comprehend their essence, Only thus can we boost the people's 
morale and aeflate the arrogance of the bad elements. The political and legal 
affairs and public security departments must use the three legal documents as a 
weapon to mount political offensives against law violators and ctriminals, calling 
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on them to give themselves up to the law enforcement agencies, to expose crimes 
and to agree to rehabilitation. We must continue to concentrate on the education 
of youth so that they will recognize what is beautiful and what is ugly, what is 
glory and what is shame, what they should and should not do, what is legal and what 
is illegal or unlawful. We must give full play to the role of the neighborhood 
public security and mediation committees. Internal security measures affecting 
factories, rural villages, schools, and government orgens must be successfully 
carried out. There must be joint guarding operations in order to insure their 
security. All units must regard security work as an essential part of their 
administration or enterprise management and make efforts to perfect their security 
and management systems. If particularly serious problems repeatedly recur in a 
specific unit, its leadership should be investigated and held responsible for any 
consequence. Cadres at all levels, especially leading cadres, must carry forward 
the party's excellent tradition and set a good example for the masses and youth to 
follow. In addition to doing good political and ideological work among the masses, 
party organizations at all levels must rectify their ways of thinking and help 

the party uphold its correct workstyle. When tle workstyle of the party and people 
is rectified, a good groundwork can be laid for social order so that the bad ele- 
ments will become more isolated than ever. 


We believe chat if the political and legal affairs and public security units can 
correctly apply the laws as a weapon in their resolute struggle against criminals, 
if party committees, governments and mass organizations at all levels are wmited 
as one to maintain social order, and if the broad masses are fully mobilized to do 
the job well, improved social order can be expected in the capital.

NEW LAWYERS RECRUITED TO ALLEVIATE SHORTAGE IN TIANJIN

[Text] With the approval of the Tianjin Municipal People's Government, the Tianjin 
Municipal Judicial Bureau has openly recruited lawyers in an effort to beef up the 
structure of the legal system, to alleviate the current shortages of lawyers with 
new recruits, and to prepare the related organizations for the implementation of 

a temporary regulation governing the practice of law in 1982. This recruitment will 
provide opportunities for those interested in law practice to pursue a career they 
have long cherished and to put their professional skills to the best use. 


The recruitment of lawyers by the Tianjin Municipal Judicial Bureau began on 30 
November 1980. In response to en advertisement on the recruitment of lawyers along 
with a related report published by TIANJIN RIBAO, more than 400 persons applied for 
such positions. Following a screening process, 308 of them were approved and per- 
mitted to take written and oral teste and political and physical examinations. By. 
the end of March 1981, 43 full-time and 20 part-time lawyers were recruited by the 
bureau, which also recommended three legal advisers for use by the Tianjin Munici- 
pal People's Government. 





Of the newly recruited full-time lawyers, graduates from college political and legal 
affairs departments accounted for 28 percent, graduates from other college depart- 
ments accounted for 20 percent, and experienced pwlitical and legal workers accounted 
for 40 percent. Of the newly recruited part-time lawyers, graduates from college 
political and legal affairs departments accounted for 55 percent, including one 

legal expert who studied abroad, and experienced political and legal workers 
accounted for 35 percent. This indicates that the level of their professional know- 
ledge meets the required standards. Of the recruits, party and CYL members accounted 
for 43 percent, indicating a standardized level of political quality. 


This open recruitment has enabled a number of long misplaced legal professionals 
to return to their original posts, where they can really put their professional 
skills to good use and where they will no longer waste their energy as they did 
before. Among the recruits are legal experts whose transfer to their present posts 
was requested three or five times without success. Now, this problem has been 
settled through this recruitment. 








This process of open recruitment was accomplished with the attention of party+and 
government leadership and with the strong support of the departments concerned. The 
organization department of the Tianjin mumicipal party committee and the personnel 
bureau of the Tianjin Muncipal People's Government issued a joint circular on the 
open recruitment of lawyers to the lower level organizations and personnel units 


throughout the city, requiring them to take effective measures to speed up the 
recruitment process. 


The principle of overall evaluation and selection of only those who are really out- 
standing was upheld as the recruitinent process proceeded in Tianjin Municipality. 
In the recruitment, the standard of political and moral integrity was adhered to, 
the influence of the leftist ideology was ignored along with the theory that only 
class origin should be taken into account, and stress was laid on the current 
political performances of the applicants rather than their historical backgrounds 
or that of their families. Applicants of poor political quality were resolutely 
rejected. To make sure that the level of their professional knowledge meets the 
required standards, the Beijing College of Political Affairs and Law was invited 
to give test questions and to examine and evaluate the test papers returned by the 
applicants. Equal consideration was given to their test scores and special pro- 
fessional knowledge. Also recruited were some bright youths with a promising 
future legal career after undergoing training, despite the fact that they had 
never studied law or worked in the political and legal fields. The recruiters won 
the commendation of the masses for resolutely resisting unhealthy tendencies, for 
treating their relatives and friends just like any other people, for rejecting 


backdoor dealings, for following normal procedure and for giving fair treatment 
to all.

TROUBLE BETWEEN HAN, UYGUR MINORITY REPORTED IN XINJIANG

In April of last year a serious incident lasting 2 days, in which Uygurs cruelly beat 
Hans, stole property from Hans, and rushed into and destroyed Han residential areas, 
took place in the southern city of Aksu in the Xinjiang Uygur Autcmamous Region. The 
degree of cruelty of this incident far exceeded that of the military struggles that 
had taken place in Aksu Prefecture during the “cultural revolution” period in 1967 
and 1968. At the same time, such an incident of destructiqm, wherein a minority 
nationality proceeded intc a city's vast area to beat and rob Hans for 2 days, is 
extremely rare in the 3l years since the founding of the mainland regime. The day 
after the incident calmed down, up to a thousand telegrams and telephone calls of 
urgent appeal were issued from Aksu to Beijing and other places across the country 
to request the central authorities to demonstrate their positicm and to call upon 
provinces and municipalities of the whole country for assistance and support. But 
nationality disputes are questiams about which the CCP feels greatly troubled, as 

for the time being it is very difficult to come up with effective means for coping 
with them. 


The initial cause of the incident was very simple. In the beginning, a Uygur idler 
got into a quarrel with two Hans, and then the two sides started to fight. During the 
fight, the Uygur youth was accidentally killed by the Hans. A fight of this nature is 
really commonplace in Xinjiang. The people there are rough and belligerent. In the 
case of male and female youths, in particular, possibly because they are less exposed 
to culture and education, plus the fact that they were more deeply influenced by that 
trend during the “cultural revolution" period, when people wished to be “militant,” 
they often get into quarrels over minute things, and all of a sudden, whole families 
pour out of their respective lairs to pick up any weapons whatever (svwch as iron bars 
and cutting knives) to join inthe fight. Hence, deaths and injuries are heard of 
quite often. But because Hans had beaten a Uygur to death this time, a large-scale 
nationality dispute immediately developed. This is rather unusual, and evidently 
there is more to it than meets the eye. 
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After this incident took place, the news swiftly spread far and wide. Crowds of 
Uygurs, not organized or mobilized previously, immediately rushed to the site of the 
incident. A nameless, angry wrath directed at the Han natiqmality abruptly arose in 
the hearts of these Uygurs. When they could not at the time find the two Hans who 

had beaten the Uygur to death, their sentiments became further provoked. Thus, after 
some fanatical shouting and crying, this group of Uygurs started to direct their flames 
of anger at the Han bystanders around them. In the beginning they lunged indiscriminately 
at Hans; whether male or female, old or young, all Hans were grabbed and beaten. The 
incident quickly expanded. Then, once they had gone that far, they went all out. A 
group of Uygurs proceeded to gather Uygurs from every factory and commercial department 
in Aksu, on the one hand, while on the other hand, those who drove trucks stopped 

along the roads to the outskirts to arouse large contingents of Uygur peasants to 

come into the city and join their ranks. Thus, counting @ their numbers and their 
momentum, the Uygurs started to launch a cruel headlong attack against the Hans. In 
the streets, wherever they met Hans they would simply grab them and beat them out of 
their wits, tear their clothes, and take awuy their watches and any other property they 
were wearing or carrying. Those who were riding bicycles were dragged down, hd 

their Sicycles crushed, and were given th> same fists and kicks. Instantly, a bloody, 
tyrannical atmosphere hovered over Aksu, this city of ower 100,000 residents. Stores 
along the streets quickly locked their doors; factories suspended work; the city became 
paralyzed. Residents hid at hame and dared not venture into the streets. Whereas the 
crowds of Uygurs became increasingly larger, the streets of the whole city were clear 
of any sign of Hans. But the frenzied Uygurs still did not stop. They rushed into 

the largest factory in the center of the city--the Aksu Daguang Woolen Textile Mill. 
This mill had several thousand workers, most of them Hans. They smashed furniture and 
knickknacks in the homes of Han staff and workers, and, as a matter cf convenience; 
once more robbed them clean. For 2 days the hoodlums did whatever they pleased with 
overwhelming preponderance, as if they were in no man's land. During the 2 days after 
the incident first occurred, the Aksu Military Subdistrict did not dispatch any troops 
to interfere; public security personnel in the public security offices in Aksu all 

ran home and locked their doors. Aksu all of a sudden became the world of the Uyours. 


Strangely enough, the beginning of the incident was accidental, abrupt, and unrehearsed; 
yet the consequence obviously suygests that people were manipulating and organizing it 
behind the scenes. Then, after 2 days, the incident spontaneously subsided. Uygur 
peasants returned to their own villages, and Uygurs in the city also dispersed. 
Except for the smashed articles left behind and the unknown number of injured people, 
the city of Aksu returned to its former condition. What makes people feel even more 
strange is that, although several hundred Hans sustained different degrees of injury 
from being beaten under the venomous fists of the frenzied Uygurs, somehow not a 
single Han lost his life; the extent of the beating and injuring sesms to have been 
controlled very precisely. After the conclusion of the incident, several leading 
culprits among the Uygurs were arrested. Upon questioning, it was learned from these 
persons that they had attempted to organize, make contact with, and instigate people 
across the whole area of Xinjiang, ana that they had planned in advance to stage an 
uprising in July that year and start trouble throughout Xinjiang in order to stir up 
an anti-Han tidal wave of even greater scale. Althcugh as of July, more than 2 
months later, no Uygur disturbance of greater scale had occurred in Xinjiang since 
that incident in April, the Hans seemed to have become frigittened cut of their wits 
by the Uygurs; they no longer dared to bother the Uygurs in any way whatever, and 
even when they walked along the street they tried to stay away from them as far as 
possible in order to avoid unnecessary trouble. Thus the Uygurs behaved like victors, 
extremely pleased with themselves. They became very cocky and supercilious. 
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Soldiers Raid Peniteniary in Kashi 


For Xinjiang, 1980 was really a restless year. Not long after the Uygur-Han dis- 
turbance in the Aksu subsided in April, at the end of autumn an incident exploded in 
the Kashi area along the Sino-Pakistani border. Locally stationed troops got into a 
dispute with the Uygurs. That one involved a very common traffic incident, as a 
military truck of the unit crushed a Uygur to death. Relatives of the Uygur citizen 
who had been crushed to death and the driver of the unit held different opinions as 
regards the responsibility for this traffic incident, and neither side was ready to 
yield. But the local government proved to be fainthearted in the face of the local 
power of the Uygurs and the pressures exerted upon it from top to bottom, and hence it 
sentenced the military driver to death. After the sentence was announced, it aroused 
very great resentment on the part of the officers and men of the unit. The unit 
raised a strong protest, and the local public security department refused to carry 
out the execution order. Pressure from above was continually exerted, while resistance 
from below was reinforced, too. Finally, the unit started to take action; soldiers 
rescued the detained driver from prison and hid him in a secret place. The incident 
became more and more serious. Soldiers of the unit let it be known that if the court 
upheld the original sentence, they would then lay down their arms and go home. The 
unit was faced with the possibility of a mutiny. The vigor with which this unit 
opposed the mistaken nationalities policy and firmly resisted orders from above forced 
the authorities to consider the attendant impact and consequences. In addition, 

Kashi is located on the border area; once trouble started, it would be -ery difficult 
to wind up. Weighing the pros and cons as a result, the authorities could not help 
but overturn the original sentence and exempt the Griver from the death penalty. This 
temporarily calmed the disturbance. 


The Impact of Tibet and Taiwan Policy 


In the past few years, the mainland regime's policy toward the Tibetan Autonomous 
Region has changed. This is because Tibet's spiritual leader, the Dalai Lama, is in 
exile abroad and has repeatedly sent delegations to carry out visits and investigations 
in Tibet. The Dalai has said that as long as Tibet achieves real national autonomy, 
and as long as the living standards of the Tibetans are really improved, he will support 
the mainland regime's Tibetan policy. Because there has been behind this Tibet 
question the force of India in recent years, and also because of the international 
influence resulting from the Dalai's exile abroad, the Beijing government, for the 

sake of the “united front," has changed its policy toward Tibet; this has been 
reflected mainly in giving the Tibetan Autonomous Regional Government greater autonomy. 
As a specific measure in this change of policy, the Beijing government agreed not to 
let the number of Han cadres in Tibet exceed one-third the total number of cadres in 
the region; this would allow more Tibetans to serve as local cadres at various levels. 
After this policy was put into effect in Tibet, large contingents of Han cadres were 
transferred from Tibet and back to the interior. But this policy somehow caused a 
chain reaction in Xinjiang: Since the Tibetan Autonomous Region could attain a greater 
degree of national autonomy, why could this policy not be similarly applied in the 
Xinjiang Autonomous Region? Hence the Uygurs immediately stirred up a tidal wave to 
Squeeze out the Han cadres. On the other hand, insofar as the Han cadres themselves 
were concerned, they all had a strong degree of homesickness because of their long 
years of work far from their native places. They did not have the patience to stay 

in Xinjiang over the long run, and would be pleased to be transferred out of Xinjiang. 
Thus, all Han cadres in various party, government, and economic departments were in a 
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restless state, and the foundation of the entire social organization became loose. 
Consequently, the following situation emerged in Xinjiang: Uygurs intensified their 
efforts to exclude the Hans; Hans anxiously demanded to be transferred out of 
Xinjiang; but the highest power-wielding stratum failed to demonstrate a forceful 
attitude in handling the problem. Thus, disturbances continued to erupt. Besides, 
the Beijing government's policy toward regional autonomy of the nationalities is 

part of the overall united front policy. Contradictions between the centralization 
of authority and regional autonomy have always proved difficult to balance and 

solve during the past 30 years. Because of the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between China and the United States, tue Taiwan question was also naturally brought 
onto the agenda of CCP policy considerations. In order to secure Taiwan's return, 
the CCP have in recent years frequently issued appeals to Taiwan and promised that 
after its return, Taiwan would practice regioual autonomy and the living standards 

of the people of Taiwan would not be reduced. But because of the fact that regional 
autonomy for the nationalities has remained nominal over the past 30 years, such 
appeals completely lack the power of propaganda for Taiwan. For the needs of the 
united front, the CCP must correspondingly change its policy with regard to regional 
autonomy for the nationalities. Political clouds have caused torrents of rain to fall 
in the autonomous regions of the minority nationalities. Cries of "We want autonomy, 
not rule" are being echoed in Xinjiang. The tidal wave of struggle for genuine 
national autonomy is furious in its momentum. 


Within a period of less than a year, the Beijing government has twice played the 

Wang Zheng /3769 7201/7 trump card in an attempt to solve the Xinjiang problem. Twice 
it has sent Wang Zhen to Xinjiang to carry out pacification work. Even though Wang 
Zhen used to be first secretary of the party committee of the autonomous region in 
Xinjiang, where he has many old subordinates and old colleagues, in the face of the 
demands of the Uygurs that they gain real autonomy and that they be allowed to handle 
the affairs of their nationality according to the traditions of their own 
nationality, the big issue of life and death for 8 million Uygurs can hardly be 
effectively solved simply by a smiling face and a few warm expressions of sympathy 

on the part of Wang Zhen.

CORRECT MISTAKEN LEFTIST POLICIES TOWARD INTELLECTUALS

[Text] During the 30 years since the founding of our state, our intellectuals 
have traversed a bumpy road. They have had their days of bright sunshine, pleasant 
feelings, and fruitful exertions, but regrettably those days have never lasted 

very long, and during a greater number of days they have been subject to all kinds 
of blows and struggled forward in difficult steps under "left" deviationist 
mistakes. The thorough liquidation of "left" deviationist mistakes in connection 
with the question of the intellectuals in order to mobilize their enthusiasm has 
become a very urgent and very important matter for the cause of realizing the four 
modernizations. 


Our intellectuals have been subject to most serious attacks on two occasions: one 
was the 1957 antirightist movement, and the other was the "Cultural Revolution." 


The 1957 antirightist movement was a political movement w'th intellectuals as the 
principal objects of revolution. In order to overcome bureaucratism, subjectivism, 
and sectarianism in our work as well as to eliminate the isolation of part of the 
masses (mainly the intellectuals) toward the party, our party decided to launch a 
rectification movement within the whole party and also asked the masses outside 
the party to help carry out this rectification. At that time, except in the case 
of an extremely small number of rightist elements, the vast ranks of the masses, 
especially intellectuals, put forward many critical opinions out of their love 
for the party. But because our party made a mistake in appraising the situation 
of class struggle, when it counterattacked against the rightists it greatly 
expanded the area of attack, classifying as rightists a great contingent of 
intellectuals who had dared to put forward those opinions but who were more 
advanced in their thinking and who were very talented. Thus the ranks of the 
intellectuals suffered a heavy blow. 


During the 10 years of the "Cultural Revolution," the intellectuals suffered an 
unprecedented catastrophe. Most among them lost the opportunity to engage in 
mental work and were forced to carry out heavy, punitive physical labo: A 
considerable number of them had such labels as "counterrevolutionary revisionists" 
and “reactionary academic authorities" attached to them, and some were even 
tortured to death. 
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For many years, various erroneous theories led pecple to entertain incorrect views 
about intellectuals. Generally speaking, there have been the following points of 
development: 


1. Upon the basic completion of socialist transformation, it was not recognizéd 
that the overwhelming portion of intellectuals had already become a component of 
the working class; instead, they were erroneously taken to be bourgeois intellectuals. 


2. Proceeding from the above erroneous appraisal, the demand by the vast ranks 
of intellectuals to enjoy more democratic rights on being masters of their own 
house and their revolutionary enthusiasm in trying to play a greater role in the 
building of socialism were erroneously taken as attempts "to seize leadership 
power from the party." 


3. Science and culture were despised, and the point that "the more knowledge one 
has, the more stupid he becomes” was spread. It was denied that the building of 
socialism required the supportive force of the intellectuals, as if it would be 
enough simply to have the hard-working masses of workers and peasants. 


4. The slogan "Turn intellectuals into laborers" was put forward in order to let 
the intellectuals engage in physical labor for long periods of time, or even to 
force certain intellectuals to abandon their own specialties and become workers 
and peasants. 


In the old society, the overwhelming majority of China's intellectuals were subject 
to oppression by imperialism, feudalism, and bureaucratic capitalism. Du ing the 
democratic revolution, they played the roles of vanguard and bridge. Even in the 
old society, it would have been improper to take all intellectuals as bourgeois 
intellectuals; then after liberation, when they served socialism under the party's 
leadership and education, how could they all be designated as bourgeois intellec- 
tuals? How could their proper demand to make more contributions be designated as 
an attempt "to seize leadership power from the party?" Besides, along with daily 
changing science and technology, not only does the development of the forces of 
social production depend on scientific and technological power, but a large amount 
of heavy physical labor will gradually be replaced by machines. Physical labor 
will continually be reduced, whereas mental labor will continually be increased. 
This makes it increasingly necessary to train huge contingents of intellectuals. 
The attempt to eliminate the distinction between mental and physical labor by 
“turning intellectuals into laborers" is not only an unrealizable "left" 
deviationist fancy but also a retrogressive policy. 


Our party originally had a correct policy toward intellectuals. During the first 
few years after the founding of our state, our party adopted the principles of 
unity, education, and remolding with respect to intellectuals. Thus it not only 
united with intellectuals from the old society but also won over a large contin- 
gent of inte'lectuals abroad to return and participate in undertakings of 
socialist construction. They played their role very well in the restoration of 
the national economy and in the realization of the First Five-Year Plan. In 1956, 
we basically completed the socialist transformation of agriculture, handicrafts, 
and capitalist industry and commerce. This was a new historical turning point. 
How should we appraise and treat intellectuals in the new era? At the conference 
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on intellectuals convened by our Party Central Committee, Comrade Zhou Enlai made 
his “Report on Intellectuals" and comprehensively put forward the Marxist principle 
for treatment of intellectuals. Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that, of our 
intellectuals, "The overwhelming majority have already become working personnel 

of the state, have already been serving socialism, and have already become part 

of the working class." He proposed strengthening and consolidating the alliance 
between the workers, peasants, and intellectuals, and to rely on this alliance 

in order “to build our country into a completely modern, prosperous, socialist 
industrial power." 


But this Marxist principle did not get implemented; instead, it was replaced by 
"left" deviationist mistakes. What led to the rise of these mistakes was, 
theoretically speaking, first of all the fact that our party passed idealist 
judgment on social contradictions. Upon the basic completion of socialist 
transformation, it erroneously proposed once again that the principal contradiction 
in our society was still the contradiction between the proletariat and the 
bourgeoisie; it also proposed carrying out a so-called socialist revolution on the 
political front and the ideological front. Essentially, these propositions were 
all aimed at intellectuals. The problem was thus clearly laid before us: since 
we still needed to carry out revolution, where would we find the objects of this 
revolution? Because exploitive classes no longer existed, our society was then 
basically composed of three kinds of people--workers, peasants, and intellectuals. 
We of course could not take the workers and peasants as such objects, so in the 
end we found the intellectuals. In response to this kind of political need, a 
theory that differentiated the classes according to their ideologies and world 
views somehow rose to the occasion. According to the funadmental principle of 
Marxism, a class is only the product of a given type of economic relationship. 
The viewpoint that differentiates the classes according to their ideologies and 
world views is thoroughly a viewpoint of historical idealism. The so-called 
bourgeois intellectuals were created artificially as objects of revolution in the 
new era by nothing more than this viewpoint of historical idealism. 


Here we must point out that the proposition about socialist revolution on the 
political front and the ideological front cannot stand the test, either. The 
fundamental question of political revolution concerns the seizure of political 
power. This task was accomplished long ago when we established the People's 
Republic of China. If we came to raise the question of socialist revolution on 
the political front 7 years afterwards, then from whom were we to seize this 
political power? As for questions in the ideological realm, we can only attempt 
to solve them by means of discussion and study and by means of persuasion and 
education; this has always been the case. To attempt to solve ideological 
questions by means of launching revolutionary movements and by means of coercion 
is not only useless but bound to lead to the mistake of expanding class struggle. 
Next, there have been deep social roots that have given rise to “left" deviationist 
mistakes, as they reflect the influence of feudalism and the thinking of small 
producers. Our country has a feudalist tradition of several thousand years, and 
our productive forces have been very backward. Even after socialist transformation 
was accomplished, small production still dominated. Hence, certain comrades 
within our party who had been subject to the rather profound influence of the 
thinking of small producers inevitably exhibited an attitude of looking down upon 
knowledge and despising science, thus showing no understanding at all of the great 
revolutionary role of modern science and technology in the development of 
productive forces in society and the propulsion of society forward. Toward the 
science and culture developed under capitalist conditions, they even harbored a 
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psychology of fear. Such thinking and feelings led them even to take all 
intellectuals with definite culture and scientific knowledge as heretical forces, 
and hence, they instinctively attempted to exclude them. For the first few years 
after the founding of our state, our party's ideological line, political line, and 
organizational line were all correct; therefore, on the question of intellectuals, 
the influence of feudalist thinking and the thinking of small producers was 
reflected only in individual questions and partial questions. The sectarianism 
pointed out by Comrade Zhou Enlai in his report on the question of intellectuals 
was a mistake of this nature. Although certain excessive struggles also took 
place in the ideological and cultural realms during those few years, from an 
overall point of view the situation was not yet very serious. Later on, along 
with the rise of "leftist" mistakes in our party's guiding ideology, the influence 
of feudalist thinking and the thinking of small producers, as reflected in the 
question of intellectuals, also became more and more serious. 

After the smashing of the "gang of four," our party paid a great deal of attention 
to the work of putting into effect our policy on intellectuals. There has been a 
new affirmation of our intellectuals as part of the working class, as well as a 
rectification of unjust, false, and erroneous cases of litigation since the 1957 
antirightist movement, and all of these things have served to create certain 
conditions for giving scope to the role of intellectuals. Nevertheless, the 
obstacles encountered by this work have been great, and the progress has not been 
very fast, either. Certain intellectuals still are not rationally employed; 
situations whereby they are not applying what they have learned are still quite 
serious. The working and livelihood conditions of certain intellectuals are still 
rather inadequate, and there has been no improvement for quite a long time. In 
particular, the bad practices of discrimination and exclusion with respect to 
intellectuals still exist. As soon as intellectuals raise their heads, some 

again use the pretext of their "raising their tails" and attempt thereby to put 
them down. This demonstrates that the remnant poison of "left" deviationist 
mistakes is far from eliminated. 


There are also people who do not agree that labor compensation for intellectuals 
may and should be higher than that for physical laborers; they feel that the 
salaries of intellectuals are excessively high. The facts are exactly the opposite. 
On the contrary, in our present wage system an outstanding problem is the fact 

that labor compensation for teachers, scientific and technical workers who are the 
same age is even lower than labor compensation for workers who are engaged in 
physical labor. This kind of irrational situation is not beneficial to raising 

the scientific and cultural level of the whole nation, and it is harmful to the 
realization of the four modernizations. 


China's intellectuals are precious and worthy of esteeem. They not only have 
knowledge but also are patriotic. Even during the difficult days when they were 
subjected to all sorts of persecution, they still loved the motherla i, supported 
the Communist Party, and resolutely served socialism. We must make up our minds 
to eliminate the remnant poison of "left" deviationist mistakes and strive for 

the further realization of the party's policy on intellectuals. As intellectuals, 
they must also strive to arm themselves with the Marxist world view and to ascend 
a step further’ the level of their professional knowledge, so as to make even 
greater contributions the realization of the four modernizations. 
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
